January 2, 1963 
The City Council of the City of Lansing, 
Michigan, met in regular session and was 
called to order by Mayor Bowerman. 
Present: Councilmen Baryames, Belen, 
Bradshaw, Brooks, Milks, Peck, Perrin, 
Preuss—8. 
Absent: None. 


The Clerk announced that a quorum of 
the Council was present. 


Inoveation was given by Rev. Herman 
Green of the Paradise Baptist church. 


The record of the previous session was 
approved as printed. 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 2, 1963 


For the second time during my tenure as 


mayor of our capital city, we are entering 
upon a new year and it is most propitious 
that we pause to step away from the trees 
and look at the forest and appraise where 
we were a year ago, what we hoped to ac- 
complish, what we did succeed in doing, 
and set up goals to be attained in 1968. 

It is most significant that the city’s un- 
employment rate has dropped from the 1961 
average of 7.5 percent of our work force 
to 4.1 percent. while the state average un- 
employment rate in 1961 was 10.1 percent 
and dropped to 7 percent in 1962, showing 
that the city of Lansing improved its un- 
employment to a greater extent than the 
state average, which speaks well for the 
vitality of our community. As long as 
one person is unable to gain satisfactory 
employment, we must lend our energies 
to the problem with great vigor. Credit 
in no smal] part should be given to the 
Citizens Committee on Job Opportunities 
and Business Development, which is com- 
posed of people from all walks of our 
economic life and has given unselfishly of 
their time and effort in addressing this 
vital problem of our community. Recently, 
this committee was expanded to be more 
representative of the greater Lansing area 
and thus more effective in accomplishing 
its goals. A great deal is expected of this 
Citizens Committee in 1963. 
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Through five annexations in the past 
year, the city has increased its land area 
by 1965 acres, which is equivalent to 2.35 
square miles, and an increase of 2,000 peo- 
ple to our population. I have always felt 
that this city should take a paternalistic 
attitude toward annexation and accept 
those areas that wish to become part of 
our fair community and resist any desire 
to force annexation on areas that have ap- 
preciable inhibitions to becoming part of 
our community regardless of obvious bene- 
fits inuring to us. 


For the first time in many, many years, 
our citizens enjoyed a tax cut of 3.84 per 
thousand this December in their school and 
county tax rate, which can be attributed 
to the thorough study of the Citizens Tax 
Assessment Committee directed by our As- 
sessor, Gerald Ernst. This was accomplished 
without any reduction in income to our 
school systems. 


Our community has shown a substantial 
rise in construction, The total valuation 
of construction in 1961 was $10,291,461, 
while in 1962 it was $20,005,995. In 1961, 
there were 3880 dwelling units valued at 
4 million compared with 501 in 1962 valued 
at $6,154,000. This is a strong indication 
of the vitality of our community. 


Another substantial hurdle accomplished 
by the people in the November election, in 
the interest of a progressive city, was 
their acceptance of a pay-as-you-use capital 
improvement program. At this time, I 
would like to pay tribute to the Citizens 
Committee on Capital Improvements which 
was made up of outstanding citizens of 
the greater Lansing area. Through unend- 
ing meetings, covering a full year, they 
came up with a program for progress that 
was contained in eight propositions pre- 
sented to the people in November. Four 
were approved by more than a sixty per- 
cent vote necessary to pass and three others 
attained better than a fifty percent vote. 
It is regrettable that the City Council did 
not see fit to re-submit to the electorate in 
February the three propositions that were 
approved by a majority of the people. 


The fact that the people have accepted 
this twentieth century method of financing 
capital improvements is a hallmark on the 
road to progress for our city, and its fruits 
should be evident in the near future. 


Urban Renewal was the only proposition 
not receiving a majority of the people’s 
vote. This is significant and I believe par- 
tially due to the fact that there was not 
available a dramatization of what can be 
accomplished, I, like many people, feel we 
should solve our own problems but one can 
be penny-wise and pound foolish, and we 
should not look a gift horse in the face. 
Our tax money has already arrived in 
Washington and if we do not take advan- 
tage of the program, other cities will. The 
benefits of urban renewal can already be 
tangibly seen throughout other cities in 
Michigan, We cannot afford not to partici- 
pate in such projects that find the federal 
government footing two-thirds of the bill. 
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It was unfortunate that this proposition 
found its way on to the ballot as adequate 
methods of financing such projects are 
ye the prerogative of the City Council 
itself. 


The State Capitol Development program 
is most vital to the continued progress of 
Lansing. Locating state office buildings 
outside the Capitol Development Area 
would be a vital blow to the progress of our 
city and you can be assured that this office 
is doing everything possible to have the 
office buildings in the city, and as soon as 
possible. Several weeks ago, I had a con- 
ference with Governor George Romney and 
I perceived a sympathetic ear and am hope- 
ful he will lend his leadership to what is 
not only best for Lansing but for the whole 
State of Michigan. I anticipate his en- 
dorsement of the State Capitol Development 
program in his message to the legislature 
when it convenes. 


In line with the national picture, the 
incidence of adult and juvenile crime and 
auto accidents showed a marked increase. 
The police department has done an admir- 
able job but finds itself short-handed in 
personnel and equipment, which should be 
remedied at the earliest date. The com- 
plexity of our society and continued an- 
nexations require more personnel and 
equipment. 


In the past year, the fire department has 
attained two new fire stations to better 
serve our people. It is hoped that relations 
between the Police and Fire Board and the 
personnel of the department will ease off, 
with both parties taking adult views of 
their mutual problems. 


Our city streets are no longer encum- 
bered by truck traffic from Detroit to the 
west with the opening of I-96. This is a 
tremendous accomplishment, which further 
makes Lansing the hub of the State of 
Michigan. It is hoped that the State High- 
way Department will expedite the con- 
nector route that will ease traffic in to, and 
out of, our city. Many of the recommenda- 
tions of the Citizens Committee on Capital 
Improvements, in the street field, could be 
started immediately if the city council 
took immediate progressive steps in that 
direction. Mr. Hayes and his board are 
to be commended for their many progress- 
ive moves in facilitating traffic movement 
with ease and safety. Our parking lots 
seem to be adequate in number and capa- 
city for our present needs and, within a 
year, will be free and clear of debt, with 
a net income to the city of $200,000. Part 
of this income could be used to improve our 
present lots. 


Major street improvements have seen 
the opening of Sheridan street as a one- 
way westbound street from Grand River 
to Center street. Several street widenings 
have improved our city traffic flow. A 
pedestrain overpass over Grand River ave- 
nue at Horsebrook school has finally been 
accomplished, which should lend to the 
peace-of-mind of many mothers of school 
children in the area. Our storm and sani- 
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tary sewer construction more than doubled 


our 1961 construction. Work is proceeding 
in an orderly fashion on our sewage plant 
improvements. The bond propositions that 
passed will be a great help to the economic 
growth of our community. 


The Board of Water and Light reports 
that more water, more steam, and more 
electricity was furnished than in any pre- 
vious year. 


Eleven miles of water mains were in- 
stalled, mostly to serve new homes. Seven 
hundred and thirty-two new water cus- 
tomers were connected during the year. 


More than 300 new boulevard lights were 
installed. Nine hundred seventy-six new 
electric customers were added. One hun- 
dred ninety-four of these were commercial 
establishments. Work is underway to add 
66,000 kilowatts of electric generating 
machinery at the Moores Park Station, and 
plans are being prepared for a new water 
pumping station in the south part of the 
city. 


The new Water and Light office building 
has seen its first year of service. This, to- 
gether with new circuit court rooms adja- 
cent to the relatively new City Hall and 
Police Building, has provided for the City 
of Lansing public office space that few 
cities can equal. 


1962 saw the conclusion of the Constitu- 
tional Convention which has, in itself, and 
as a result, made a great contribution to 
the economy of the city. 


The Civic Center again, for the second 
year in a row, has been self-sustaining. 
Our convention business has grown by 
leaps and bounds, which has been caused 
to a great extent by our change in image 
to that of a friendly city fulfilling our 
obligations to the rest: of the state as the 
Capitol of Michigan. The Convention and 
Visitors Council has had no small] part in 
this matter and the luke-warm financial 
support by business directly affected is a 
matter of concern. 


Our city recreation program has been 
expanded to better meet our needs and 
finally, after more than 40 years, we are 
to have our second outdoor swimming pool 
this coming season, 


Although the need for two new assessors 
was obvious, the position of one new as- 
sessor was created, which will enable more 
timely reviews of property which lends it- 
self to a more general equitable assessment 
service to the people. The Assessment Study 
committee has done yeoman service and 
many of its recommendations have already 
been carried out. It has been my conviction 
that if our people feel. they are fairly 
assessed in comparison with their neigh- 
bors, the rate of taxation is of little conse- 
quence if they feel they are receiving a 
dolar’s worth of service for a dollar of 
taxes, The tax rate of $18.50 per thousand 
assessed value was maintained again as it 
has been for the past several years. The 
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reduction of school and county taxes is 
without precedent in the State of Michigan 
and an envy of every other city. 


In the field of Finance, the city success- 
fully brought to market a $3,500,000 bond 
issue in April 1962 which was sold at an 
average net interest cost of 2.93%. The 
active interest of bond houses in Lansing 
bonds, which resulted in favorable interest 
rates, can be attributed to our “AAA” 
credit rating and the wide distribution of 
a thorough prospectus prepared and dis- 
tributed by our controller, Mr. Lonergan. 


Major improvements in the city’s in- 
surance coverage were accomplished during 
1962 which materially broadened coverages 
while the total cost was reduced. A total 
of 85 seperate fire insurance policies, total- 
ing about $17,000,000, were consolidated 
into a single policy under a special form 
of coverage available to municipalities. 
Although the cost of the consolidated fire 
policy remains approximately the same, 
complete and thorough appraisal of all 
city-owned buildings resulted in increasing 
the amount of insurance carried to over 
$22,000,000, or about a 30% increase in 
coverage. 


A consolidation of 12 individual general 
liability insurance policies and 5 fleet auto 
insurance policies into one combined com- 
prehensive policy provided substantially 
broader coverage while reducing annual 
premium cost by over $6,000. 


While interest rates generally have been 
lower during the year, it is estimated that 
general fund income from short term in- 
vestments will increase by about $25,000 
over the $170,000 earned in the previous 
fiscal year. In addition, the use of higher 
interest-bearing Bank Certificates of De- 
posit for the investment of bond issue funds 
increased interest earnings from this source 
by about $35,000 over the $100,000 which 
would have been earned if only U.S. 
Treasury Bills had been used for invest- 
ment purposes, 


Changes in investment limitations by the 
Board of Trustees of both the Policemen’s 
and Firemen’s and the Employees Retire- 
ment Systems have permitted the broad- 
ening of the holdings of the Systems and 
in future years the portfolios will be more 
representative of the economy of the coun- 
try and earnings will be increased. 


A special audit of Civic Center opera- 
tions early in 1962 pointed out the need 
for the institution of internal audit pro- 
cedures within the Controller’s division and 
funds for this purpose were provided in 
the current budget. No action to permit 
the hiring of the required technical staff 
member to carry out the internal audit 
program has been authorized to date. 


The city, following most progressive 
cities, has ordered the Board of Water 
and Light to fluoridate the water, which 
beyond question is in the best interest of 
the health of our community. 
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We now have adequate zoning ordinances 
and a Master Plan that, if kept up to date, 
can be of great service to the people. We 
now have a technically trained director 
who can point the way for future improve- 
ments in this area. This year has also seen 
a break with tradition that has made pos- 
sible multiple dwelling units of substantial 
size in the downtown area. 


The institution of a night court has 
proved itself and is providing more current 
trial dates that facilitate justice, and 
further it accommodates the people that 
seek a trial without penalizing them by 
demanding their appearance in court dur- 
ing their working hours. The time also 
appears to have arrived to expand our 
municipal court facilities and in addition 
afford to our people the benefit of the 
state law providing for justice court re- 
ceiverships, 


We in public office especially, and the 
people in general, should take note of the 
many public-spirited citizens who serve on 
city boards without compensation and with 
little recognition, but with great dedication. 
On their respective boards, they serve as 
directors of our large departments that 
minister to the needs of our people. They 
set the policies and select the admini- 
strators who are responsible for the quality 
of many city services. 


Since the inception of my term of office, 
I have followed the axiom that the best 
government is that government that is 
closest to the people, To this end, numerous 
citizen committees have been created. Many 
of them have already shown substantial 
tangible results such as the Tax Assess- 
ment Study Committee, the Capital Im- 
provements Committee, and the Constitu- 
tional Convention Cooperation Committee. 


This past year, the Mayor’s Committee 
on Cuban Refugees has been instrumental 
in bringing several unfortunate Cuban 
families to this area. I am expecting sub- 
stantial recommendations also from the 
Mayor’s Committee on Efficiency in City 
Government. Each of the members of this 
committee are prominent leaders in their 
respective organizations. The Committee 
on “Keep Lansing’ Beautiful’’ received 
many complaints that were expeditiously 
handled in the best interests of the city 
and their work lent itself to making Lan- 


sing a better place to live. The Human: 


Relations Committee has been most active 
in a field that is continually beset by 
problems that beg for solution. The dedi- 
cation of the members of this committee 
has been a great satisfaction to me and 
their work has been in the highest tradition 
of good citizenship. 


Necessarliy, all these citizens committees 
are not residents of the city proper as the 
problems of our city are not limited to our 
corporate limits. The fact that some of 
the members live in sister areas should 
serve to promote understanding between 
ourselves and our neighbors, many of whom 
have substantial financial stakes or earn 
their living in our city. 
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There are several other areas where it 
is apparent the attention of a citizens 
committee will be justified. These I will 
create when the time is propitious. 


Now, turning from the past to the com- 
ing year, the following innovations or 
goals are strongly recommended. 


1. The issuance of highway revenue 
bonds to carry out the recommenda- 
tions of the Citizens Capital Im- 
provement program, 


2. Creation of a purchasing department 
that can save taxpayers up to 
$250,000. 


8. Create a full-time civil defense 
director. 


4, Afford city employees the benefit of 
unemployment compensation. 


5. Immediately plan for three more 
outdoor neighborhood swimming 
pools, without diving facilities, at 
$80,000 per pool. 


6. Provide the controller with an in- 
ternal auditor. 


7. Comply with the request of the 
police chief for additional personnel. 


8. Provide one additional assessor as 
recommended. 


9. Provide for data processing equip- 
ment as recommended by the con- 
troller. 


10. Establish a centralized printing de- 
partment under the controller as 
recommended by the Citizens Com- 
mittee on Efficiency in City Govern- 
ment, 


11. It is obvious that certain salary 
adjustments. for our employees are 
‘long overdue; this matter will be 
dealt with in my budget recommen- 
dations. 


12. A third municipal judge should be 
created to further provide adequate 
judicial services for our citizens. 


13. The municipal judges should re- 
ceive appropriations that would pro- 
vide for the installation of justice 
court receiverships. 


From time to time, I will recommend 
further improvements to the council for 
their consideration that will, in effect, 
provide improved governmental services to 
our residents at a reasonable cost.

A YEAR OF PROGRESS—A LOOK 
TO THE FUTURE 


It is not the purpose of this report to 
enumerate all the detailed points of pro- 
gress made by the City of Lansing in the 
last year. It is rather to review the major 
strides taken during 1962 in order that 
the people of Lansing, as well as their 
representatives in city government, may 
better judge that which lies ahead. Lan- 
sing will continue to progress. By glancing 
briefly behind us, however, we can judge 
with true perspective that which has been 
accomplished, and thus chart a stable, con- 
tinuing course of progress for 1963. 


It is to this end that this report by the 
Lansing City Council is devoted. 


The citizens of Lansing have just ap- 
proved one of the largest bond issues in 
the history of the city. Property owners of 
Lansing have given their approval to im- 
portant projects which will cost $6,975,000. 
This, combined with the $3144 million in 
long range bonds sold this year for sewers 
and sewage disposal improvements, brings 
to more than $10 million the amount ear- 
marked for improvements of Lansing’s 
facilities. These improvements have been 
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made necessary by Lansing’s continued 
growth. It is vital that the city spend 
$2 million for sewage plant expansion, 
$3,625,000 for storm sewers and drains, 
and $1,200,000 for sanitary sewers in 
addition to the $3% million already ear- 
marked for work which is well under way. 


Lansing is in the process of emerging 
from the chrysalis of a small town to the 
status of a metropolitan area, and its 
attitudes are changing. Lansing is _ be- 
ginning to think big, and this is proper. 
In the last ten years Lansing has added 
almost 13 square miles of land to its mu- 
nicipal weight. These added miles now 
within the city’s corporate limits must be 
serviced with streets, water, storm and 
sanitary sewers and lights, as well as 
police and fire protection. 


Growth is expensive. And the end is 
not in sight. 


The City Council has opposed “strip 
annexation”? as a matter of principle. Yet 
it can not turn away those areas which 
want to become a part of the city, and 
which make formal application for 
annexation. 


November 6 of 1962 voters approved the 
annexation of Forest Road school district, 
together with two other areas, one on Wood 
street and one in Delta township. This 
action was encouraged by the City Council 
despite the disproportionate outlay in ex- 
penses by the city in comparison with the 
tax income from these areas. The Council 
feels that such growth will react to the 
best interests of the total city in the 
years to come. 


It goes without saying that, in these 
annexations, the city acquired more than 
2,000 new inhabitants. But, equally im- 
portant, areas were added to the city which 
will provide more than 850 new homes in 
subdivisions which are already past the 
drawing board stage for the Wood street 
and Delta township areas. The city also 
can expect the natural increase in home 
building in the Forest School area which 
always follows the installation of storm 
and sanitary sewers and other city facilities, 


Such growth is typical of that experi- 
enced by every progressive city in Michi- 
gan. But, again, growth is expensive. 


So it follows that the Public Service 
Department, which provides the necessary 
city facilities, must be granted a high per- 
centage of the city’s outlay in 1962 and 
in 19638. 


PUBLIC SERVICE 


In 1962 the city built 66,765 square feet 
of new sidewalk. In the year ahead, resi- 
dents may expect this figure to remain 
the same. But the 8.83 miles of new curb 
and gutter constructed in 1962 will be ex- 
tended to another ten miles during the 
coming year. Last year 83,000 feet—some 
14 miles— of storm and sanitary sewers 
were constructed; the figure in the coming 
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year will be astronomical. Ten miles of 
major and local streets were recapped 
last year; at least ten miles more will be 
covered in the year ahead, 


Facilities must be provided the recently 
annexed North School district, as well 
as the other new areas which are now a 
part of the city. In North School the 
city already is delivering lights and elec- 
tricity at rates lower than those previously 
enjoyed; sewers and drains are being in- 
stalled as rapidly as possible. Street light- 
ing and paving will follow in natural 
sequence. 


Sheridan street has been opened as a 
one-way westbound street from Grand 
River avenue to Center street during the 
last year; Highway I-96 has been opened 
to create a major traffic route around the 
city ; Pennsylvania avenue has been widened 
from the New York Central viaduct south 
to Miller road. 


Townsend street has been widened from 
Olds avenue to Main street, and a new 
bridge has been constructed to carry traffic 
over Sycamore Creek on East Mt. Hope 
avenue. A pedestrain overpass has been 
constructed over Grand River avenue at 
Horsebrook school, and the first major 
project on the sewage plant improvements 
was completed last June with the construc- 
tion of the Sycamore-Lindberg interceptor, 
permitting the closing of the old Landel 
sewage plant. 


But this is just the beginning. Contracts 
will be let in the next two months for a 
westside pumping main, the Scott Park 
pumping station and a MHayford street 
pumping main. The schedule for various 
projects under the proposed Capital Im- 
provement Program, falling under the 
scope of the Public Service Department in- 
cludes street improvements as _ follows: 
Mt. Hope, Cedar to Aurelius; South Wash- 
ington Bridge; Pennsylvania widening; 
Prospect, Clippert to Eighth; Grand Ave- 
nue, Saginaw to Jefferson; Holmes Road, 
Pleasant Grove to Waverly; Williams, 
Townsend to Logan; Sheridan Extension, 
Center to Logan; Pleasant Grove, Victor 
to Jolly; Mt. Hope, Bedford to Waverly; 
Saginaw, Belt Line grade seperation, and 
ao kr St. Joseph and Grand Avenue 
to end. 


Also under the Public Service Depart- 
ment are the following storm sewers and 
drains: Birkholtz; Johnson-Farrell; Rey- 
nolds ; Holmes Drain; Gilkey Drain; Smith 
Evans; Hillcrest; Knight; Church; Haze 
and Hector, Sanitary sewers are scheduled 
as follows: Weigman Interceptor, North of 
Jolly to Miller road Birkholtz; Mud Lake 
Interceptor, north of Jolly to Miller; 


Johnson-Farrell, Weigman Interceptor, - 


Miller to south; Landel Interceptor; north 
end Main Trunk; Smith-Evans; Knight; 
Hilliard Interceptor, Washington to Wil- 
loughby, and Hector. 


In the coming months, residents of 
Lansing may also look forward to seeing 
the construction of a Pennsylvania avenue 
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bridge over the Red Cedar river, the 
widening of the Pennsylvania avenue un- 
derpass, the widening of Logan street from 
Victor street to the city limits and the 
widening of Holmes road from Logan 
street to Washington avenue. 


The city council has pledged itself to 
make matching funds available for state 
and federal highway projects. Funds al- 
ready have been earmarked to provide an 
I-496 (Pinetree) interceptor; work will 
begin in the spring on the Sheridan street 
bridge, which will include the extension 
of North Grand avenue from Saginaw 
street to Jefferson street, Pennsylvania 
avenue will be widened from Jolly Road 
to Cedar street. 


Also coming within the province of the 
Public Service Department is the possi- 
bility of instituting combined trash and 
garbage pickup. This program is under 
study by the City Council, and it is ex- 
pected that positive action will be taken to 
inaugurate such a service during the com- 
ing months. 


These accomplishments are scheduled, or 
have been completed, in total accord with 
the city’s Master Plan. At the same time, 
other major street improvement projects 
are being studied which will be financed 
through self retiring motor vehicle bonds, 
according to priorities already established 
by the Master Plan. By providing necessary 
funds on a self-retirement basis, Lansing 
can take advantage of up to $4 million 
in state and federal matching funds. 


Certainly these things can be accom- 
plished without any increase in taxes— 
THE CITY COUNCIL REPEATEDLY 
HAS STOOD FIRMLY AGAINST ANY 
INCREASE IN PROPERTY TAXES. 


PARKS AND RECREATION 


Lansing’s Parks and Recreation system 
ranks among the top ten in the nation. 
The City Council intends that Lansing 
shall maintain that rating. It is thus pro- 
per that the community’s recreation pro- 
gram is being continued at a stepped up 
pace, and that this accelerated improve- 
ee program be continued throughout 
1968, 


During the last year the city has be- 
gun construction of an outdoor swimming 
pool at Hunter Park which will be com- 
pleted in 1963 as a natural addition to 
the existing outdoor pool and the six in- 
door pools in the city schools which are 
open as part of the summer recreation 
program. Three of these indoor pools also 
are available for night swimming during 
the summer period. 


It is hoped that, within the confines of 
the city budget, outdoor pools can be con- 
structed within reach of all citizens of 
Lansing as soon as possible. 


Meanwhile, other facets of the Parks 
and Recreation Program continue to be 
emphasized. Last year the city purchased 
three 5-acre plots for playground recrea- 
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tional use. One is near the Wainwright 
school, another is adjacent to the proposed 
Edgewood avenue school, and a third is at 
North road and South Washington road. 


The city last year purchased Marshall 
Playfield and also made arrangements 
which have opened the door to the leasing 
of nine additional acres adjacent to the 
119th Field Artillery building. 


New facilities made available last year 
included a picnic building, a new baseball 
diamond and playground equnpment at 
South Washington Park. A nature study 
building was added to the facilities at 
Arboretum Park. The municipal baseball 
diamond was improved and_ shuffleboard 
courts added at Moores Park. At the same 
time, work was begun on improvements 
at Gier and Tecumseh parks, and the city, 
during 1962, began a full scale recreation 
program in the recently annexed North 
School area. In the coming year, it may 
be expected that recreation programs will 
have begun in the Forest Road _ school 
district and the Forest View school district. 
It is hoped that an all-purpose room in 
Forest View School may be converted to 
recreational purposes by the city, and 
that an ice skating rink will be included in 
the Forest View program. And during the 
winter months, ice skating will again be 
provided in every area of the city, as part 
of Lansing’s full scale recreational pro- 
gram, which provides facilities for all 
ages—-from pre-school to the senior citizen 
groups, 


In the last year the city has purchased 55 
acres adjoining the Priggooris Park area 
north of Lansing. This is yet undeveloped 
land and it is expected that in the near 
future facilities will be made available for 
Lansing citizens, to include a golf course, 
a camp ground, picnic area and general 
i sleet area along the shores of the 
ake. 


The City Council is fully aware that if 
Lansing’s rapidly expanding population is 
to be provided with the recreational facili- 
ties its residents have come to expect, a 
progressive attitude must be maintained 
and a constant improvement program 
continued. 


Any recreation program, of course, must 
be a cooperative program with the schools. 
This is an example of the benefits of the 
city to be derived from the traditional 
cooperation of its City Council with the 
school system and other city boards. 


CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT AREA 


Throughout the last year the City Council 
has encouraged the State of Michigan to 
endorse a building program for the capital 
development area. On May 1, members of 
the Council advised State legislators—as 
they have in the past—that the city is 
willing to assist them and cooperate in 
any way possible in connection with the 
new construction in the area. The City 
Council, in encouraging this move, has 
said that it might be willing to provide 
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some off street paved parking for State 
employees’ if new State offices are built. 


The Council has written the State legis- 
lature and the State Administrative Board, 
urging action in this area, and pointing 
out that this area has been set aside in 
the city’s Master Plan since 1939, and that 
continued lack of action in this type of 
long range planning will continue to work 
to the disadvantage of residents within the 
area. Certainly, permitting this area to 
literally lie idle, and discouraging private 
enterprise from building within the con- 
fines of the area, is working to the dis- 
advantage of the city. The City Council 
has been joined by civic leaders in con- 
sistently asking that action be taken on 
the State office building program as soon 
as possible, so that the city and the state 
may realize the most from their joint re- 
sources. ; 


ORDINANCES 


During 1962 the City Council continued 
to improve Lansing’s regulatory measures 
by adopting the National Uniform Housing 
Code, updating the city’s electrical code, 
adopting a revised code for plumbers and 
continuing work on a new zoning code 
which shall be made public within the 
next few months. The National Uniform 
Housing Code provides the city with con- 
trol over sub-standard dwellings and es- 
tablishes standards which will allow the 
city to cite declining housing which has 
a depreciating affect on specific neighbor- 
hoods. It forces offenders to clean up their 
properties. This modernization of the hous- 
ing code also permits the city to meet the 
qualifications of federal urban renewal 
authorities. 


Some 175 changes have been made in the 
City Electrical Code, most of which involve 
new safety features and the use of new 
material which has been developed since 
the code first was written. For example, one 
entire new section deals with wiring and 
safety factors of swimming pools. Another 
section will require that three-pronged 
plugs be required in all new buildings and 
in older buildings being rewired, to assure 
grounding of any electrical appliances. 


At the same time, the City Council, 
recognizing the urgency of encouraging 
new construction of community unit pro- 
jects within the city, such as the proposed 
high towers project at Pine and Ottawa 
streets, has amended the existing zoning 
code to make such projects possible, upon 
approval of the City Council. 


URBAN RENEWAL 


Change is the keynote of progress. But 
not change for the sake of change. Urban 
renewal is progress. In the last year, tre- 
mendous strides have been taken in the 
Urban Renewal Program, which provides 
for matching funds from the federa] gov- 
ernment for the redevelopment of deterior- 
ated or blighted areas. Lansing’s Urban 
Renewal Program is moving ahead at a 
rapid pace under the guidance of an en- 
lightened City Council, and federal approv- 
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al is expected within the next few weeks 
for the City’s first urban renewal project. 
This project will embrace the east side 


of the 100 and 200 blocks of North Wash-. 


ington avenue. 


This specific program climaxes a year’s 
work on the part of the Council’s Urban 
Redevelopment Committee, during which 
time avenues of communication between 
the city and federal authorities have been 
opened and maintained in order to expedite 
work within the city of Lansing. The 
federal government has been asked to 
approve the North Washington street area 
as the city’s initial project, and federal 
officials who have visited the project have 
indicated that it is eligible for approval. 


Upon approval by federal authorities the 
city will be allocated more than $100,000 
in planning funds, This will be used not 
only for specific land planning use in the 
project area, but also for independent 
appraisals on each building in the area. 
The federal agency will set aside some 
$3144 million for its share of the urban 
renewal project, pending acquisition of the 
buildings and land through purchase or 
condemnation. 


The City Council shall continue to work 
with the federal government on the total 
Urban Renewal Program, keeping in mind 
at all times that, again, change for the 
sake of change is not necessarily progress. 


POLICE AND FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


As the City of Lansing grows in popu- 
lation and geographic area, so must the 
services it provides grow accordingly. And 
in keeping with the need for better police 
and fire protection in the recently an- 
nexed areas of the city in the last year, 
two new fire stations have been built, 
and a third has been approved for the 
southeast area of the city, and 14 fire- 
men have been added to the city payroll. 
In view of these most recent annexations, 
it is reasonable to assume that the city 
will be required to employ additional 
firemen to man the new station, as well 
as on a replacement basis. In 1962 five 
new police officers were added, as replace- 
ments, and the City Council now is con- 
sidering the request of the Chief of Police 
for 14 additional men and the necessary 
equipment for these new people. 


Both these important departments have 
been recognized in Michigan and nationally 
for their excellence and efficiency, and 
assuredly the City Council will make every 
effort, within budgetary limitations, to 
maintain the high standards already es- 
tablished by these departments. 


DEPARTMENTAL EFFICIENCY 


The City Council in 1962 met with the 
Committee on Efficiency, which had recom- 
mended that a centralized purchasing divi- 
sion be created, and that a _ centralized 
printing division be established for the 


city, and an internal auditing system be 


developed. The City Council is continuing 
its investigation of the various city depart- 
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ments in terms of reorganization for in- 
creased efficiency and economy, and the 
creation of these centralized agencies is 
an integral part of this planning. 


As was pointed out in the introduction 
of this report, this is not an attempt to 
detail all the specific areas of progress 
in 1962. These are only a few of the pro- 
grams which might be mentioned. How- 
ever, it should be pointed out that, in the 
last year the Civic Center administration 
has been reorganized, and funds were made 
available for heating the lobby of the 
Civic Center, building, that the city has 
continued to cooperate with the State in 
the administration and the financing of 
continued improvements of the Lansing 
Airport, and during the last year the City 
Council approved the consolidation of its 
insurance policies providing property, lia- 
bility and fleet coverage, fire and money 
and securities robbery policies from 105 
policies down to three policies. This realized 
a savings of more than $8,000 annually to 
the city, at the same time broadening the 
city’s coverage about one third. 


The year ahead is a year of promise. 
Lansing is embarked upon a continuing 
improvement program which dwarfs any 
previous project schedule of the city. The 
City Council, working with the many im- 
portant boards and departments within 
the city government, pledges that this year 
of promise will become a year of true 
fulfillment.

Re: Request for change in the curb, gutter, 
sidewalk, street paving policy of the 
City of Lansing. 


Several months ago I suggested to both 
the Council and the Board of Public Serv- 
ice, in their respective meetings, that they 
review the city policy regarding the above 
improvements. 


Our policy regarding street improvements 
requires that both sanitary and storm sewer 
as well as curb and gutter, be constructed 
at some cost to the property owner before 
the street paving work will be done by the 
city. This policy, it seems to me, needs 
reviewing in the light of current subdivi- 
sion development and changing building 
standards. Horsebrook and Northwestern 
areas inside the city and several others, 
such as Marmoor and Whitehills, outside 
the city, which are fine examples of desir- 
able areas, neither have nor desire curbs, 
gutters or sidewalks and in most cases 
either have, or will soon receive, sewers. 


It seems to me that our policy should be 
broad enough to allow for the paving of 
streets in these and other areas of our 
city developed along the above mentioned 
pattern, in order to maintain the high 
standards of construction and maintenance 
for which Lansing has always been proud. 
Anything less than a hard surface black- 
top street, it seems to me, speaks poorly 
for our city, deters proper cleaning and 
plowing, increases maintenance, and fails 
to provide these services to those areas of 
our city which neither need nor choose to 
have sidewalks, curbing and guttering but 
certainly should have paved streets. 


I strongly urge that this policy be 
changed to allow an orderly program of 
street paving in these many areas now un- 
serevd by this convenience and which may 
desire and request this type of improve- 
ment, possibly on a cooperative cost basis. 
This would be, I feel, a definite service on 
the part of the City to many areas which 
have received little or no direct benefit 
from joining the City of Lansing but have 
certainly been paying their share of the 
cost. 
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The City of Lansing is now beginning to 
prepare its 1963-1964 public improvements 
program and I move that this policy be 
adopted and the Public Service Department 
be directed to budget money so that this 
service will be available where desired 
later this year.

Pickups at various plants in the City at 
shift change time are a major cause of 
traffic congestion. A few who do this 
greatly inconvenience many others. Al- 
though most of these heavily traveled 
streets in the plant areas are signed NO 
PARKING AT ANY TIME the fact that 
the driver or person is in the vehicle nulli- 
fies the desired effect of the regulation. 
Some of these vehicles arrive up to thirty 
minutes before the shift change and re- 
main in these no parking areas until the 
passenger or passengers arrive. This situ- 
ation is acute on Olds Avenue and on 
Pine Street in the vicinity of Oldsmobile. 
Many times near intersections the large 
trucks going to and from Oldsmobile are 
blocked by these standing vehicles. 


This situation could be resolved by a 
voluntary approach on the part of the per- 
sons doing the picking up but it doesn’t 
seem to work out that way. Most north- 
south streets in this area have parking on 
one side restricted to two hours and, as 
Oldsmobile provides ample off-street park- 
ing, there is usually space available on all 
these side streets where the pickup ve- 
hicles would not interfere with moving 
traffic, On the heavily traveled main 
streets there is no great objection to a ve- 
hicle stopping to pick up. a passenger or 
passengers who are waiting at the curb 
although this could also be done on side 
streets. &

SUBJECT: THE PLANNING BOARD’S 
RECOMMENDATION ON THE PRO- 
POSED COMMUNITY UNIT PLAN 
—- eo HOMES, INCORPOR- 


In considering this Community Unit 
Plan the Planning Board and City Council 
will by inference be adopting policies 
which will affect the development of the 
entire community. 


If approved, the establishment of other 
similar projects—which in total effect 
diversify the housing types throughout the 
City is inferred. This in itself is not an 
undesirable policy. 


Such diversity can offer the citizens of 
Lansing more choice and freedom in choos- 
ing a place to live—thereby improving our 
City. 


’ This plan, as it fits into the surround- 
ing community, utilizes certain positive 
factors developing a pattern or center of 
compatible land uses. 


1. It is located within walking distance of 
a neighborhood shopping center and 
within one mile of a Community Shop- 
ping Center. 


2. It abuts a primary thoroughfare pro- 
viding proper access for fire, police, and 
other services. 


3. It establishes a density of 12 units per 
acre as opposed to 22 units per acre or 
more allowed in the multiple family 
zones. 


4. It provides a higher standard of hous- 
ing within the economic reach of a 
greater number of Lansing’s citizens. 


5. It does not exceed the capacity of the 
public utilities which service the area. 


It should be recognized that these stand- 
ards are necessary for sound judgment of 
any Community Unit Plan. By requiring 
an officially approved plan assurances are 
given that the development meets basic 
standards. 


The project, on the other hand, also con- 
tains certain factors which have other 
effects on the community—particularly the 
school board, 
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The school which now serves the area is 
already over crowded. This development 
will contain about enough students to fill 
14 a normal elementary school. Somehow 
—as a City, we will have to solve this 
problem. Perhaps a new school could be 
built adjacent to the present facility or 
near the proposed unit plan. 


The Planning Board unanimously recom- 
mends that the Community Unit Plan be 
approved. This approval took into con- 
sideration the following. conditions: 


1. That the property adjacent to the area 
in the plan would not be adversely 
affected. 


2. That the plan, as it fits into the sur- 
rounding community, provides a total 
development that is consistent with the 
intent and purposes of the Community 
a Section of the Lansing Zoning

8. The buildings shall be used for single 
family town house dwellings only. 


4. The average lot area per family con- 
tained in the site, exclusive of the area 
occupied by streets, will be 50% greater 
than the density (lot area per family) 
allowed in the district in which the de- 
velopment is located.

Re: Recommendation on Annexation Popu- 
lation Settlement 


On January 17, 1968, the City Clerk and 
I met with the Lansing Township Super- 
visor, Harold Slater, to review computa- 
tions and establish a basis for reaching a 
mutual agreement on the population trans- 
fer of the recently annexed Forest Road 
area, 


A physical count of actual buildings as 
shown on an aerial photograps of the area 
dated March 10, 1961, revealed a_ total 
count of 368 structures. A _ review of 
building permit and building removal ac- 
tivity resulted in a net reduction of 19 
structures to adjust the count to 344 as of 
the 1960 census date. Assuming an aver- 
age of two adults per structure would in- 
dicate a total of 688 resided in the area. 
Current election records revealed that 612 
registered voters are currently on the 
rolls. In the interest of reaching agree- 
ment it was felt that the actual number of 
adults would fall somewhere between these 
are, figures and the average of 650 was 
used. 


The child population was established by 
a report of the Superintendent of the For- 
est School District, Mr. Scarborough, which 
indicates that the 1960 school census of all 
persons from age 0 to 19 was 725, adding 
this figure to the 650 adult population 
brings the estimated total to 1375 persons. 


It is my recommendation that the num- 
ber of persons residing in the newly an- 
nexed area be established at 1375 and Mr. 
Slater has also agreed to recommend the 
approval of this figure to the Lansing 
Township Board. 


Any minor variation which might result 
from a resurvey of the area by the Census 
Bureau would in all probability not be 
worth the added expense involved. A re- 
view of census data for the entire town- 
ship indicates that the average number of 
residents per household is approximately 
3.5. This factor times the 344 buildings 
would establish a population estimate of 
1200 for the district and further tend to 
confirm the reasonableness of the recom- 
mended figure,

Re: Special Improvement Tax— 
Installment Financing 


Financing of installment payments for 
the property owners share of special assess- 
ment taxes by local units of government 
is an accepted practice in nearly all Michi- 
gan cities. Various methods are in use to 
provide the funds for this financing: 


1. Use of idle funds of the General Fund 
is common practice where sufficient 
amounts are available, At present the 
City of Lansing makes use of U. S. 
Treasury Bills earning 3% interest 
for investment of idle funds which 
averaged about $6,000,000 during the 
past 2 years. A minimum of over 
$3,000,000 was always available for 
investment during this same period. 


2. The issue of non-voted Special Assess- 
ment-General Obligation Bonds may 
be used on individual assessment dis- 
tricts or groups of districts covering 
similar improvements. Installment 
payments together with interest 
charges are used to cover the debt 
service charges in connection with the 
bond issue. 


8. The establishment of a special assess- 
ment revolving fund may be accom- 
plished by the issue of voted general 
obligation bonds for this purpose, or 
by an appropriation from the general 
fund, or a combination of both meth- 
ods may be used. 


Regardless of which method of financing 
of installments is used, every effort should 
be made to encourage prompt payment of 
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the assessments. Various devices: may be 
used to accomplish the early payment of 
assessment balances: 


1. Requirement that the first installment 
be paid without interest or penalty 
shortly after confirmation of the roll. 
This requirement will reduce the need 
for financing since this payment will 
generally fall due prior to completion 
of construction and the payments re- 
ceived will be available to pay a por- 
tion of the construction expenses. 


2. Provide special incentives to encour- 
age full prepayment of the entire 
assessment balance by property own- 
ers, One method which has been used 
effectively in other communities is to 
permit a longer period of time for 
payment in full without interest or 
penalty charges than the time allowed 
for payment of the first installment. 


8. Informing property owners of the in- 
terest savings by prepayment of 
assessments, and permitting prepay- 
ment of any part or all of the unpaid 
balance at any time during the period 
allowed for installlment payments 
with corresponding reduction of inter- 
est charges. 


4. Issuing separate special assessment 
billings for annual installments which 
in addition to current installment and 
interest charges would indicate the 
total unpaid assessment balance to- 
gether with information reminding 
the taxpayer that all or part of the 
unpaid balance may be paid at any 
time in advance. 


Other factors should be considered in re- 
lation to such a program and its effect on 
general fund operations and the budget. In 
addition to financing the installment bal- 
ances of the property owners share of the 
improvement costs, consideration must also 
be given to the financing of the City at 
Large share of the cost of each improve- 
ment. In order to be able to prepare reason- 
able estimates of annual financing require- 
ments the devolpment of an annual com- 
prehensive construction program should be 
considered. This may be accomplished by 
requiring that petitions must be submitted 
prior to a specific date each year in order 
to be considered in the construction pro- 
gram for that year. Many advantages may 
result from such a requirement: 


1. Petitioners would know that by sub- 
mitting petitions prior to the deadline 
date that construction will be accom- 
plished during the construction season 
which follows. 


2. Consolidation of petitions on similar 
projects would permit combined bids 
which would reduce costs on small 
jobs, and permit more efficient sched- 
uling of work. 


38. The advance scheduling of a complete 
construction program would permit. 
the letting of bids during the off con- 
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struction season when more competi- 
tion and lower bids could be obtained. 
Unit price contracts could be utilized 
to permit the addition of more jobs 
if the need develops later in the 
program, 


4. The advance scheduling of the pro- 
gram and early bid lettings would 
permit the city to determine its share 
of the cost with reasonable accuracy 
and in sufficient time to incorporate 
this information in the annual budget. 


5. The needs for financing of both the 
City’s share and the property owner’s 
installment share of projects may also 
be determined with reasonable accu- 
racy when an annual construction pro- 
gram is developed. If the magnitude 
of the project is such that bonding 
would be required for either or both 
the City’s and/or property owner’s 
share, sufficient time for arranging 
this financing would be available with- 
out holding up the construction pro- 
gram. 


It would not be possible at the present 
time to predict with any accuracy the 
financing requirements of an installment 
program. Until such time as some expe- 
rience with the program has been developed 
it would not be possible to determine the 
volume of petitions which would be sub- 
mitted in any given period, nor is it pos- 
sible to predict the amount of prepayments 
or early payment of installment balances 
which would be made. The maximum time 
for installment payments, either 3, 5, or 10 
years would have a considerable effect on 
the amount of funds required. The longer 
the time interval involved for payment the 
greater the cumulative effect of the total 
amounts due.

The Board of Public Service wishes to 
submit the following statements regarding 
the policies and ordinances governing the 
installation of public improvements to serve 
the citizens of Lansing. It is a sound policy 
and reasonably liberal. 


The present system approved by the 
City Council and City Ordinances provide 
for the installation of public improvements 
by petition of the property owners in the 
area affected. In addition, the City Charter 
provides that public improvements may 
be ordered constructed and the amount 
assessed in accordance with the provisions 
of the City Ordinances. 


In the development of a City, sewers, 
drains, and pavement together with foun- 
dation work and curb and gutter, side- 
walks, street lights, street signs, traffic 
lights, traffic signs, and many other items 
are a necessity. 


An area built up with large lots and in 
an otherwise undeveloped area, may be 
developed without certain of the above 
improvements. However as the area de- 
velops, it is absolutely necessary that sewers 
and drains be constructed. Full width pave- 
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ments are required together with restric- 
tions on parking and so forth. 


The policy of the City of Lansing has 
been developed over many years. It pro- 
vides that when a new _ subdivision is 
developed, that streets shall be graded and 
graveled, sewers installed and drainage 
constructed. These improvements are called 
for as a part of the acceptance of the 
plat. Other conditions for plat acceptance 
are street widths, lot sizes and street loca- 
tion, All of these must be so that proper 
sewers and drains may be constructed to 
be carried through the subdivision and to 
serve all the areas in the drainage area 
and to facilitate the proper slopes on 
sewers. 


The City policy as it now stands is 
further bolstered by the requirements for 
obtaining FHA or VA loans. These re- 
quirements call for curb and gutter, and 
pavements and sidewalks to be constructed. 


The City of Lansing adopted a policy 
quite a few years ago in which any group 
of petitioners signing for curb and gutter 
would have this constructed and in addition 
the City would construct an adequate base 
for a bituminous aggregate pavement and 
would construct the pavement in addition 
to relocating the catchbasins and man- 
holes. The only portion the property owner 
‘pays for -in this overall improvement is 
80% of the cost of curb and gutter in 
front of his property. The other 20% and 
the cost of intersections is borne by the 
City at Large. At the present it is the 
policy of the Board of Water and Light 
to place boulevard lights on a street only 
after curb and gutter has been constructed. 
These lights are furnished at no cost to 
the property owner. 


Sidewalks may be constructed by petition 
or a property owner may get a permit and 
construct his own walk, or a _ property 
owner may request the Council to order the 
balance of walks to be built to provide an 
outlet for property aleady having walks. 


In any community with childen, side- 
walks are an absolute necessity to safe- 
guard their progress to and from school. 
Any child who is forced to walk in the 
street because of a lack of sidewalks, is 
subject to possible injury or death from 
traffic. 


It should be pointed out that it is not 
possible to drain satisfactorily most areas 
by roadside ditches. While this method is 
cheaper, it leaves a ditch on either side 
of the road, reduces possible road width 
and possible sidewalk area. The shoulders 
have to be constantly maintained and the 
additional cost of this maintenance is 
reflected greatly, The ditches must be kept 
free of debris and weeds. The culverts 
which are a part of the driveways must be 
kept open both in winter and summer. 


In many places the property owners 
neglect this culvert maintenance with the 
resultant ponds of stagnant water. This 
method does not permit the extension of

the ditches into adjacent areas so that all 
areas may be adequately drained. Only 
those areas with considerable slope may 
be kept relatively clear. Those areas with 
little or no grade are almost impossible 
to serve satisfactorily. 


In order that al] citizens of Lansing will 
be equally treated, the City of Lansing 
provided that 5/6 of the cost of drainage 
and sewers up to 12 inches in diameter will 
be paid for by the property owner and that 
sizes over 12 inches will be paid for by 
the City at Large. This means that all 
trunkline sewers and drains to be carried 
down certain streets must be considerably 
larger than 12 inches in size. 


In order to avoid a confiscatory tax, the 
City has decreed that all portions of the 
City help pay for this development. 


A part of the cost of any development 
is the replacement of the street in at least 
as good a condition as prior to any con- 
struction. It is therefore easy to determine 
that if a street is paved, the replacement 
costs are added to the original costs, mak- 
ing the assessment figures that much 
greater. 


Upon petition and where it is apparent 
that sewers and drains may not be installed 
for a few years, the owners may have a 
seal coat treatment placed upon the street. 
The full cost of this to be borne by the 
abutting property owners, is such that the 
loss will not be too great when utilities are 
installed. 


The matter of a fair distribution of 
cost to the tax paying public should also 
be considered, All areas of the City have 
paid for their curb and gutter and prior 
to the early thirties they paid for the con- 
struction of the pavement and the base as 
well. It could not be as fair if they were 
to assume additional costs for the benefit 
of certain other portions of the City, in 
order that they escape the construction of 
public improvements. 


The question of what is being received 
for the tax dollar is also quite often ad- 
vanced by certain areas, The services fur- 
nished by the City are the same in each 
area regardless of time of annexation. The 
owner living in the City whose home was 
constructed a number of years ago and 
who has paid for the construction of 
sewers, drains and curb and gutter is now 
helping pay the City’s portion of the cost 
of the extension of these improvements in 
areas where they are lacking. It is there- 
fore a burden on their tax situation to 
assume these extra costs, and yet when 
their property was improved, no doubt 
others carried the costs of the City’s por- 
tion of the improvements. 


The portion of taxes for Police and Fire 
protection, street maintenance, plowing, 
salting, parks and recreation, and admini- 
stration is approximately equal in all por- 
tions of the City. Improvements benefitting 
the entire City are all equally used. 
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In summary, it appears that the City of 
Lansing should take all steps necessary to 
place all areas under the same conditions 
and with the same services as soon as pos- 
sible and that certain improvements should 
not be required in some places and not in 
others.

The ninth annual Capital Improvements 
Program prepared by the City Planning 
Board is submitted herewith for your con- 
sideration. The program covers the period 
from 1963-1969 and schedules needed im- 
provements that are within our financial 
capabilities. The report includes depart- 
mental estimates on a priority basis of 
proposed projects submitted by the various 
city boards and departments. 


Projects amounting to $35,125,198 were 
submitted by various departments for pro- 
gramming. This amount includes the gen- 
eral obligation bonds recently approved by 
the voters as well as additional allocated 
funds totaling $1,028,473 and $1,500,000 of 
proposed highway revenue bonds. No con- 
sideration has been given to possible needs 
incurred through future annexations. 


In examining the trend of future reve- 
nues and increasing operating costs it be- 
comes apparent that monies available for 
capital expenditures are continually dimin- 
ishing. One of the most important results 
of this program would appear to be the 
indication of the dim prospects of obtain- 
ing necessary revenues to meet Lansing’s 
expanding needs. Serious consideration 
must be given to a method of securing 
additional revenues so that these necessary

The following amendment of Section 1, 
Article IV, Ordinance No. 132, is suggested 
to carry out the wishes of the Board. 


Section 1. Membership. 


(a) The membership of the Retirement

Please be advised that the City of Lan- 
sing, in behalf of the County of Ingham, 
sold 4,698 dog licenses for the year 1963. 
The total license money collected by the 
Office of the City Treasurer amounted to 
$10,607.00 and these monies have already 
been turned over to the County. The City 
of Lansing can expect as its share a re- 
turn of $704.70. 


For the year 1962, the Office of City 
Treasurer wrote 5,115 dog licenses in be- 
half of the County of Ingham with income 
of $11,590.00. The City’s share amounted 
to $767.30. 
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These figures indicate that, despite an- 
nexations of new areas to the City in re- 
cent years, the number of licenses applied 
for is on the decrease. Too, they show that 
Lansing’s share of the revenues collected 
has dropped considerably despite a doubling 
in cost per license from 1955 to the pres- 
ent, and a large increase in dog license 
revenue to the County of Ingham since 
that time.

Please be advised that last Tuesday, 
March 12, 1963, our office closed the tax 
books for the December tax collection pe- 
riod. This was necessary in order to pre- 
pare the Return Roll for presentation to 
the County of Ingham, as required by law. 


As you are aware, the December taxes 
are distributed to schools and to the County 
of Ingham, and are the larger portion of 
taxes collected annually. The total Decem- 
ber, 1962, real and personal property taxes 
spread for collection amounted to 
$10,696,271.384. To date, $10,315,107.76 or 
96.48% has been collected. 


Of the $2,963,878.03 in personal property 
taxes only $17,915.34 remains uncollected. 
This amounts to a collection of 99.39%. 
The number of personal property tax de- 
linquents totals 120. At this point in 1962, 
the city had 260 delinquent personal prop- 
erty tax accounts with $43,831.36 outstand- 
ing. Even higher amounts were evidenced 
in previous years. I personally attribute 
the success of the latest collection to the 
concentrated effort of the employees of the 
Treasurer’s Office, and the assistance of un- 
paid, outside help. 


Because of the Charter provisions which 
prohibit the City of Lansing to be in con- 
tract with anyone delinquent in taxes, I 
am attaching a list of those businesses de- 
linquent in payment of December, 1962, 
personal property taxes. Please be notified 
that Gregory, Mayer & Thom; the White 
Spot; Larry Cushion Sporting Goods; Mar- 
tin Concrete; Vet’s Tarpaulin; and Quarm- 
by’s, each on the attached list, has in re 
cent weeks made sales to the City, or is 
doing so at present. Therefore, I recom- 
mend that the list of delinquent taxpayers 
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attached be printed in the Council Proceed- 
ings so that various departments can be 
kept informed. 


From the attached list please note the 
large number of gasoline service stations 
delinquent. This list has been cut down 
from 49 stations originally delinquent. The 
records of our office indicate this to be 
consistent practice each tax period. There- 
fore, I recommend that the adoption of an 
ordinance by the Council be considered, 
which will require a tax clearance from 
our Office before a pump permit can be 
issued to any station operator.

hundred feet of the nearest portion of any 
stable, pen, coop, barn, rabbitry or poultry 
park, or other enclosure where such horses, 
cows, pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, 
or other poultry and rabbits and goats are 
kept, is secured in writing by the person 
desiring to keep horses, cows, pigs, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
ph ae be and goats, and filed with the city 
clerk.

The Traffic Board recommends for Coun-

At present there are thirty-three (33) 
on-street metered spaces for angle parking.

V—Rates of contract personnel, School Guard personnel, and certain summer recreation 
program personnel (as determined by the Park Director and Personnel Director) shall 
not be affected by the general wage and salary increase. 


Vi—Salaries of Police personnel, excluding civilian personnel of the Police Department, shall 
be increased by 7%.

In accordance with our letter of April 
30, 1968 we are furnishing information on 
the following projects based on preliminary 
plans and surveys. In order that certain 
items pertinent to each project may be 
brought to the attention of the Committee, 
each project is described individually. 


Project 1—Pine Street— 
Shiawassee to Saginaw 


This project is to widen this section to 
40 feet between the face of the curbs. The 
street south of Shiawassee Street and 
north of Saginaw, has been widened for 
a number of years. To eliminate this bottle- 
neck, the street should be widened 5 feet 
on each side, This will not injure trees 
and will provide 3 lanes of traffic. This 
becomes increasingly important because of 
the Capitol Development Project.

Project 2—Grand Avenue— 
Hillsdale to Main 


This project is to widen to 40 feet, face 
to face of curbs.

It should be 
pointed out at this time that a reversal in 
the direction of flow of both Grand and 
of Capitol Avenues is desirable when 
I-496 is completed.

This project is a requirement of the 
Michigan State Highway Department as a 
part of the advance in timing on the ex- 
tension of the Sheridan-Jefferson route and 
bridge across the Grand River, (M-43).

Project 4—Willow Street— 
Washington to Belt Line R.R. 


This project consists of the widening of 
the present Willow Street to a section 46 
feet between the face of curbs. This in- 
volves the rebuilding of the sidewalks to 
within 1 foot of the property line, the re- 
moval of trees and rebuilding of drain 
facilities. The need is shown by the in- 
creasing amount of traffic on this section 
occasioned by both industrial and _ resi- 
dential growth in the area.

Project 5—Pleasant Grove Rd.— 


Jolly Rd. to Victor 

This street is a major street lying 1 
mile east of Waverly Road and 1 mile 
west of Logan Street. Hence its importance 
as a main artery for the carrying of the 
residential traffic in the area. The plans 
call for a 46 foot pavement. The street has 
a 66 foot right of way and 46 feet is the 
aun width allowable on this width 


It must be pointed out that this street 
needs complete development of drainage 
and some sanitary sewers, curb and gutter 
and a sidewalk on the west side. The im- 
provements should be ordered constructed 
immediately by the City Council so that 
the balance of the widening may be ex- 
pedited. The opening of the Dwight Rich 
Junior High School this fall is going to 
complicate the traffic conditions in this 
area,

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Project 6—(Two Sections Jolly Road—

This is the main east and west street 
near our south city limits.

The Right of Way width is 66 feet. The 
County is extending the street from Aure- 
lius east to the interchange with I-496 
including a bridge over the Sycamore 
Creek. This is a $200,000.00 project and 
will serve mainly the industrial and com- 
mercial properties in the southern part of 
our city by means of Jolly Road. It is 
therefore necessary to completely develop 
with drains, sewers, curbs and gutters, 
to be ordered and with the City building 
the street.

Project 7—~—Washington Avenue— 
Baker to Mt. Hope 


This project is very complex. The street 
north of Baker to the Grand Trunk has 
been widened and by virtue of a gift 
from the Reo Motor Company of 9 addi- 
tional feet of Right of Way, it is now 49 
feet wide. This is rather crowded and the 
traffic flow is increasing, The present 
width of 40 feet from Baker to Mt. Hope 
could only be widened to 46 feet in the 
present 66 foot right of way at consider- 
able expense due to the differences in grade 
between houses and sidewalk, 


A widening to 49 feet to match that 
area north would require 9 feet of right 
of way to be acquired and this would ruin 
the property in most areas. If all the prop- 
erty is acquired, a 60 foot face to face of 
curbs could be satisfactorily constructed. 
This should be done and a grade separation 
should be constructed to expedite traffic 
under the Grand Trunk Railroad. The first 
step would be the acquisition of this prop- 
erty.

Project 8—Mt, Hope— 
Bedford to Waverly 


This project calls for a relocation of this 
street to a more satisfactory location. The 
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plan’ accompanying this letter shows the 
proposed location and grades. It appears 
that this is the most satisfactory solution 
of a. bad condition. The property would 
not be hurt and the advantages would be 
great.

Project 9—-Holmes Road— 
Waverly to Washington Ave. 


This project together with Pleasant 
Grove, Jolly, and Aureilus Road have been 
in the City plan for development for sev- 
eral years. It is necessary to complete the 
portion of assessable work such as drains, 
sewers and curb and gutter. These are 
now being processed under a recent deci- 
sion of the City Council. The establishment 
of new grades, replacing of pavement, to- 
gether with proper sub base has_ been 
planned principally on the basis of 46 feet 
face to face of curb and within the estab- 
lished 66 foot right of way. 


The portion between Logan Street and 
Washington Avenue is dependent upon the 
acquisition of right of way.

Gentlemen: 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Police and Fire Commissioners 
held Thursday, May 16, 1963, a change of 
status for the School Crossing Guards for 
the City of Lansing was discussed. 


The following recommendations were 
made at that time. 


That all School Crossing Guards be ter- 
minated at the end of the school year in 
June, and that those who wish to return 
in the fall, be re-hired. 


Terminations would be effective at the 
end of each school year in June, and the 
guards be re-hired beginning with the 
school year in September. 


All guards would be known as tempor- 
ary employees, and would not be included 
in the City Pension Plan. Therefore, no 
deductions would be taken from their pay- 
checks. Neither would they be eligible for 
the Death Benefit Insurance. Michigan Hos- 
pital Service (Blue Cross) will not be car- 
ried during the summer months by the 
city ; rather, it will be the individual’s re- 
sponsibility to make his or her own pay- 
ments if he wishes to carry hospitalization. 


Further, that age should be no barrier 
for school crossing guards, providing they 
are physically fit, due to the fact that they 
derive no benefits. 


That all crossing guards be paid the sum 
of $1.50 per hour for a 4 hour day. This 
would constitute $6 for one day, or $30 
for a 5 day week. No sick leave would be 
granted, and they must work to receive this 
salary. 


If the quota of school guards cannot be 
met at the beginning of the school year 
in September from employees of the pres- 
ent school crossing guards, or other men 
wishing this type of employment, serious 
consideration should be given to hiring 
women for this type of work. 


Serious consideration should be given 
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by the Council to the use of Sky Walks at 
the busier locations. 


It it further recommended that all school 
crossing guards be outfitted in some type 
of uniform so that they can be readily dis- 
tinguishable as guards, which we feel would 
definitely assist them in performing their 
crossing duties. In the past, these men 
have worn navy blue uniform coats, donated 
to us by local industry when their plant 
protection men could no longer use them. 
A regular uniform for the crossing guards 
would further distinguish them from a reg- 
ular police officer. 


If the members of the Public Safety 
Committee of the Council should desire to 
meet with the members of the Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioners, along with 
Chief Stragier and Lt. McCourt for further 
discussion of this matter, such a meeting 
would be most welcome.

credit weeks in the base year. A 
credit week shall be one in which 
the employee has earned at least 
$15.01 of gross pay, according to the 
record compiled for pension purposes 
by the controller’s office. Credit weeks 
for which benefits have been paid may 
not be used more than once. 


No employee shall be declared in- 
eligible for benefit payments because 
of gainful employment provided such 
employment is reported weekly, and 
provided further that no deduction 
from weekly benefits shall be made if 
the compensation received is less than 
14 of the weekly benefit, If the com- 
pensation received is % or more but 
less than the full benefit payment, % 
of the benefit shall be paid and the 
employee’s credit will be charged for 
only 1% of a benefit week provided, 
however, that any state employment 
compensation received shall be con- 
sidered as compensation from gainful 
employment and shall be construed 
as an offset in its full amount to any 
City layoff benefit payment.

TER TO BE NUMBERED 17B AND BY

to 17B.9, INCLUSIVE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section. 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new chapter to be 
numbered 17B and by adding sections 
numbered 17B.1 to 17B.9, inclusive, to 
read as follows: 


Sec. 17B.1 There is hereby created and 
established a committee to be known as the 
Human Relations Committee, consisting of 
twelve (12) members to be appointed by 
the Mayor with the approval of the City 
Council. One of these members shall be 
designated by the Mayor as chairman. The 
members of the Human Relations Com- 
mittee, as nearly as possible, shall be rep- 
resentative of management and labor, of 
the Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish Faiths, 
of white and non-white races, and other 
segments of the community interested in 
human relations, They shall serve without 
compensation, but shall be reimbursed for 
expenses necessarily incurred in connection 
with their duties as members of the com- 
mittee. Of the twelve (12) members first 
appointed, one-fourth shall be for one 
year, one-fourth for two years, one-fourth 
for three years, and one-fourth for four 
years. Thereafter all appointments to the 
Committee shall be for a term of four 
years. In the event of death or resignation 
of any member, his successor shall be 
appointed to serve for the unexpired term 
for which such member had been ap- 
pointed in the manner heretofore described, 


Sec. 17B.2 The Human Relations Com- 
mittee shall: 
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(a) Foster mutual understanding and re- 
spect among all racial, religious, and na- 
tionality groups in the City of Lansing. It 
shall discourage discriminatory practices 
among any such group, or any of its 
members. It shall cooperate with City, 
State, and Federal agencies as well as with 
non-governmental organizations; it shall 
make such investigations and studies in 
any field of human relations as in the 
judgment of the Human Relations Com- 
mittee will aid in effectuating its general 
purpose. 


(b) It shall aid in securing and furnish- 
ing equal service to all residents of this 
City, and where the need is greater, in 
meeting that need with added service; it 
shall aid in training City employees to use 
methods of dealing with inter-group re- 
lations which develop respect for equal 
rights and which result in equal treatment 
without regard to race, color, creed, na- 
tional origin or ancestry; assuring fair 
and equal treatment under the law to all 
citizens ; it shall aid in protecting the rights 
of all persons to enjoy public accommoda- 
tions and facilities, and to receive equal 
treatment from all holders of contracts or 
privileges from the City, and aid in main- 
taining equality of opportunity for employ- 
ment and advancement in the City govern- 
ment, 


(c) It shall study and investigate prob- 
lems arising between groups in the City 
of Lansing which may result in tensions, 
discrimination or prejudice on account of 
race, color, creed, national origin or an- 
cestry. 


(d) It shall formulate and carry out 
programs of community education and in- 
formation with the object of discouraging 
and eliminating any such tensions, preju- 
dice or discrimination. 


(e) It shall investigate, and if it deems 
advisable, make public report on any com- 


plaints of discrimination, tensions or: 


w;wrejudice filed with or referred to it, or 
which it may have investigated upon its 
own motion. 


(f) It shall further issue such publica- 
tions and reports of investigations and 
research as in its judgment will tend to 
minimize or eliminate prejudice, intoler- 
ance, race or area tensions and discrimina- 
tion or which will promote or tend to pro- 
mote good will, 


(zg) It shall strive to secure the cooper- 
ation of various racial, religious, nationality 
and ethnic groups, formal or informal 
groupings in the community, veterans’ or- 
ganizations, fraternal, benevolent and serv- 
ice groups, in educational campaigns de- 
voted to the need for eliminating group 
prejudice, racial or area tensions, intol- 
erance, and discrimination. 


(h) It shall cooperate with other public, 
governmental or private agencies in de- 
veloping courses of instruction for pre- 
sentation in public and/or private schools, 
in public libraries, or any other suitable 
place, showing and illustrating the con- 
tributions of various religious, nationality 
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and ethnic groups to the culture, tradition 
and progress of our City, State and Na- 
tion, and further showing the deplorable 
effects and menace of prejudice, intoler- 
ance and discrimination and recial and 
area tensions, 


(i) It shall cooperate with and seek the 
cooperation of Federal, State and City 
agencies and departments in carrying out 
projects within their respective authorities 
to eliminate inter-group tensions, and to 
promote inter-group harmony. It shall rec- 
ommend to the Mayor and to the City 
Council measures, including legislation, 
aimed at improving the ability of the vari- 
ous City departments and agencies to in- 
sure protection of any and all persons 
and groups from discrimination because of 
race, color, creed, national origin and 
ancestry. It shall advise, and may recom- 
mend action to any official of competent 
authority, on any matters involving civil 
rights or the violation thereof. 


(3) It shall prepare and submit reports 
to the Mayor and City Council of its 
activities. At least one report shall be made 
annually. 


(k) It shall prepare and submit a pro- 
posed annual budget for submission to the 
City Council. It shall consult with the 
Personnel Department of the City of Lan- 
sing before the appointment of the Execu- 
tive Director of the Human Relations Com- 
mittee. 


Sec. 17B.3 There is hereby created the 
position of Executive Director. The posi- 


‘tion of Executive Director shall be a full 


time position in accordance with charter 
arrangments for other directors and 
shall be determined in accordance with 
the established personnel procedures of 
the City of Lansing, 


Sec. 17B.4 The Human Relations Com- 
mittee shall meet not less than once a 
month, and shall adopt, by a majority 
rule, such rules as it shall deem expedient 
for the conduct of its business. It shall 
elect a secretary and such other officers 
as it shall deem necessary. The chairman 
thereof shall appoint such committees as 
the rules of the Human Relations Com- 
mittee may provide, and such other com- 
mittees as shall from time to time be 
found necessary. The City shall assign to 
the Human Relations Committee office 
space and facilities and clerical help as 
determined necessary by the Mayor and 
City Council. 


Sec. 17B.5 The Human Relations Com- 
mittee shall receive and investigate com- 
plaints and initiate its own investigation 
of tensions, practices of discrimination and 
acts of prejudice against any person or 
group because of race, color, creed, na- 
tional origin or ancestry, and may con- 
duct private or public hearings with re- 
gard thereto; carry on research and obtain 
factual data and conduct hearings to ascer- 
tain the status and treatment of racial, re- 
ligious, and ethnic groups in the City, and 
the best means of progressively improving 
human relations in the City. 
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Sec, 17B.6 The obtaining of factual in- 
formation by the Human Relations Com- 
mittee in the performance of its duties 
hereby is declared to be necessary to its 
functions. In the event any person or per- 
sons shall fail to give such necessary in- 
formation to the Human Relations Com- 
mittee, or any committee or authorized 
representative thereof, or its Executive Di- 
rector, as it, they, or he, shall require, 
the said Human Relations Committee may 
in its discretion make its report to the City 
Council. 


Sec. 17B.7 It shall be unlawful for any 
department of the City of Lansing or any 
City official, his agent or employee for and 
on behalf of the City of Lansing, or any 
private employer performing his work 
within the City of Lansing involving any 
public work of ‘this City, to willfully re- 
fuse to employ, or to discharge any per- 
son of this City otherwise qualified, be- 
eause of race, color, creed, national] origin 
or ancestry; to discriminate for the same 
reasons in regard to tenure, terms or 
conditions of employment; to deny pro- 
motion or increase in compensation solely 
for these reasons; to adopt or enforce any 
rule or employment policy which discrimi- 
nates between employees on account of 
race, color, creed, national origin or an- 
cestry; to seek such information as_ to 
any employee as a condition of employ- 
ment except in cooperation with federal or 
state authorities in furtherance of na- 
tional security; to penalize any employee 
or discriminate in the selection of person- 
nel for training solely on the basis of 
race, color, creed, national origin or an- 
cestry. 


Sec. 17B.8 All contracting agencies of 
the City of Lansing or any department 
thereof, shall include in all contracts here- 
after negotiated or re-negotiated by them, 
for and on behalf of the City of Lansing, 
a provision obligating the contractor not to 
discriminate against any qualified em- 
ployee or qualified applicant for employ- 
ment because of race, color, creed, national 
origin or ancestry, and shall require said 
contractor to include a similar provision 
in all subcontracts. The contractor or em- 
ployer, as used in the ordinance, is hereby 
defined and declared to be only employers 
of four or more employees, The word ‘‘em- 
ployee’? whenever used in the ordinance is 
hereby defined and declared not to include 
an employee in domestic service or an em- 
ployee of an organized religious congre- 
gation, or an institution limited in its 
1 Ngaio to persons of a single religious 
faith. 


Sec. 17B.9 All sections of this ordinance 
are hereby declared to be separated and 
should any section or provision or part 
thereof of this ordinance be declared to 
be unconstitutional or invalid, the same 
shall not affect the validity of the ordi- 
nance as a whole or any part thereof, 
other than the part so declared to be un- 
constitutional or invalid.

Due to complaints of congestion in the 
100 block of W. South Street—Washington 
Avenue to the Grand River—a survey was 
made of conditions in this block.

All vehicles entering this 
block on the Washington Avenue end must 
either go to the west end of the block and 
make a U-turn or pull into a driveway 
and back up into the street to turn around 
to get out.

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We found that parallel parking on both 
sides is not the answer to this problem. We 
did find that 90° angle headon parking on 
the south side only would provide twenty- 
three spaces and would permit a vehicle 
to pull into the 90° space and, after 
backing out, be in a position to leave the 
block. Parking would have to be pro- 
hibited at all times on the north side of 
the street which would leave thirty-four 
feet for vehicle operation and maneuvering. 
This would also make it much easier for 
trucks making deliveries in this area.

Michigan 
Hospital Service (Blue Cross) will not be 
carried during the summer months by the 
City; rather, it will be the individual’s re- 
sponsibility to make his or her own pay- 
ments if he wishes to carry hospitalization. 


Further, that age should be no barrier 
for school crossing guards, providing they 
are physically fit, due to the fact that they 
derive no benefits. 


That all crossing guards be paid the 
sum of $1.50 per hour for a 4 hr. day. 
This would constitute $6 for one day, or 
$30 for a 5 day week. No sick leave would 
be granted, and they must work to re- 
ceive this salary. 


If the quota of school guards cannot be 
met at the beginning of the school year in 
September from employees of the present 
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school crossing guards, or other men wish- 
ing this type of employment, serious con- 
sideration should be given to hiring women 
for this type of work, 


Serious consideration should be given by 
the Council to the use of Sky Walks at 
the busier locations. 


It is further recommended that all school 
crossing guards be outfitted in some type 
of uniform so that they can be readily 
distinguishable as guards, which we feel 
would definitely assist them in performing 
their crossing duties. In the past, these 
men have worn navy blue uniform coats, 
donated to us by local industry when their 
plant protection men could no longer use 
them. A regular uniform for the crossing 
guards would further distinguish them 
from a regular police officer. 


If the members of the Public Safety 
Committee of the Council should desire to 
meet with the members of the Board of 
Police and Fire Commissioners, along with 
Chief Stragier and Lt. McCourt for fur- 
ther discussion of this matter, such a 
meeting would be most welcome.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES,

(c) Extension of service. The board of 
trustees may, upon the request of his de- 
partment head, permit any member who 
has attained age sixty-five years to con- 
tinue in city service for periods of time 
not to extend beyond his attainment of 
age seventy years. If, at the time of his 
separation from city service, the member 
has ten or more years of credited service 
he shall receive a retirement allowance 
provided for in section 26-22.

SUBJECT: Offset Duplicating Equipment 


My previous letter of recommendation to 
the Council for the purchase of offset dupli- 
cating equipment was based on the as- 
sumption that the Council was familiar 
with the details of the previous studies 
when they authorized an establishment of 
a centralized duplciating division. 


Apparently only two types of offset equip- 
ment have been considered and both sub- 
mitted firm prices. The price submitted by 
the addressograph-Multigraph Corporation 
was $3462.45, and the price submitted by 
the H. C. Berger Company was $3095. My 
recommendation to the Council was based 
on “Ordinance No. 57, Section 10-5b.’’ 
Contracts will be awarded to the lowest 
responsible bidder. The price of $3095 sub- 
mitted by the H. C. Berger Company was 
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$367.45 less than the price by the Addresso- 
graph-Multigraph Corporation, and I there- 
fore recommended the purchase of this 
equipment. 


Both machines are equally satisfactory 
for our needs and much time can be spent 
in discussing the relative merits of each 
machine as both vendors will naturally 
insist and attempt to prove that their ma- 
chine is the very best on the market, and 
they believe this, otherwise they would not 
be selling the equipment they do sell. 


The credit of $715 did not effect my origi- 
nal recommendation but is merely a bonus 
savings to the City of Lansing. The City of 
Lansing received full value for the rental 
paid for the use of the small table-model 
offset machine which served an additional 
purpose by providing the savings on print- 
ing the actual operation of offset equip- 
ment. 


So much work was found for this machine 
that the original intention of the 30 day 
period extended to more than 11 months. 
There was no agreement to allow credit 
for this rental, on the purchase of a new 
machine, but was purely voluntary on the 
part of the H. C. Berger Company and 
came as a pleasant surprise. 


For your information I am listing below 
the comparable models of both the Multilith 
and the A. B. Dick machines with their 
current prices and which include the neces- 
sary accessores. The H. C. Berger Company 
have submitted firm prices but the prices 
from Addressograph-Multigraph Corpora- 
tion are telephone quotations and are sub- 
ject to written confirmation.

ORDINANCE NO.__.... 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING A NEW CHAP- 
TER TO BE NUMBERED 17B AND BY 
ADDING SECTIONS NUMBERED 17B.1 
TO 17B.9, INCLUSIVE. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section, 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a new chapter to be 
numbered 17B and by adding sections 
numbered 17B.1 to 17B.9, inclusive, to 
read as follows: 


Section 17B.1. There is hereby created 
and established a committee to be known 
as the Human Relations Committee, consist- 
ing of twelve (12) members to be appointed 
by the Mayor with the approval of the 
City Council. One of these members shall 
be designated by the Committee as chair- 
man. The members of the Human Relations 
Committee, as nearly as possible, shall be 
representative of management and labor, 
of the Protestant, Catholic, and Jewish 
Faiths, of white and non-white races, and 
other segments of the community interested 
in human relations. They shall serve with- 
out compensation. Of the twelve (12) 
members first appointed, one-fourth shall 
be for one year, one-fourth for two years, 
one-fourth for three years, and one-fourth 
for four years. Thereafter, all appointments 
to the Committee shall be for a term of four 
years. In the event of death or resignation 
of any member, his successor shall be ap- 
pointed to serve for the unexpired term 
for which such member had been appointed 
in the manner heretofore described. 


Section 17B.2. The Human Relations 
Committee shall: 


(a) Foster mutual understanding and 
respect among all racial, and nationality 
groups in the City of Lansing. It shall 
discourage discriminatory practices among 
any such groups, or any of ts members. 
It shall cooperate with City, State, and 
Federal agencies as well as with non- 
governmental organizations; it shall ex- 
amine and make such studies in any field 
of human relations as in the judgment 
of the Human Relations Committee will 
aid in efftectuating its general purpose. 


(b) It shall advise and recommend 
methods for furnishing equal service to 
all residents of this City; it shall develop 
phamplets for city employees to study which 
prescribe methods of dealing with inter- 
group relations which develop respect for 
equal rights and which result in equal 
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treatment without regard to race, ‘color, 
creed, national origin or ancestry ; assuring 
fair and equal treatment under law to all 
citizens; it shall give counsel and advice 
on how to protect the rights of all persons 
to enjoy public accomodations and facili- 
ties, and to receive equal treatment from 
all holders of contracts or privileges from 
the City, and advise the best method of 
maintaining equality of opportunity for 
employment and advancement in the City 
government. 


(c) It shall study and examine problems 
arising between groups in the City of 
Lansing which may result in_ tensions, 
dscrimination or prejudice on account of 
race, color, creed, national origin or an- 
cestry. 


(d) It shall formulate and carry out pro- 
grams of community education and infor- 
mation with the object of discouraging 
and elminating any such tensions, pre- 
judice or discrimination. 


(e) It shall examine, and if it deems ad- 
visable, make public report on any com- 
plaints of discrimination, tensions or pre- 
judice filed with or referred to it. 


(f) It shall further issue such publi- 
cations and reports of examinations and 
research as in its judgment will tend to 
minimize or eliminate prejudice, intoler- 
ance, race or area tensions and discrimina- 
tion or which will promote or tend to pro- 
mote good will. 


(g) It shall strive to secure the coopera- 
tion of various racial, religious, nationality 
and ethnic groups, formal or informal 
groupings in the community, veterans’ or- 
ganizations, fraternal, benevolent and serv- 
ice groups, in educational campaigns de- 
voted to the need for eliminating group 
prejudice, racial or area tensions, intoler- 
ance, and discrimination. 


(h) It shall cooperate with other public 
governmental or private agencies in de- 
veloping courses of instruction for pre- 
sentation in public and/or private schools, 
in public libraries, or any other sutiable 
place, showng and illustrating the contri- 
butions of various religions, nationality 
and ethnic groups to the culture, tradition 
and progress of our City, State and Nation, 
and further showing the deplorable ef- 
fects and menace of prejudice, intolerance, 
discrimination, racial, and area tensions. 


(i) It shall cooperate with Federal, State 
and City agencies and departments which 
request advise in carrying out projects 
within their respective authorities to elmi- 
nate inter-group tensions, and to promote 
inter-group harmony. It shall recommend 
to the Mayor and to the City Council 
measures, including legislation, aimed at 
improving the ability of the various city 
departments and agencies to insure, pro- 
tection of any and all persons and groups 
from discrimination because of race, color, 
creed, national origin and ancestry. It 
shall advise any official of competent auth- 
ority on any matters involving civil rights 
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or the violation thereof that may come to 
its attention. 


(j) It shall prepare and submit reports 
to the Mayor and City Council of its activi- 
ties. At least one report shall be made an- 
nually. 


(k) It shall prepare and submit a pro- 
posed annual budget for submission to the 
City Council. It shall consult with the 
Lansing City Council and the Personnel 
Department of the City of Lansing before 
the appointment of the Executive Director 
of the Human Relations Committee. 


Section 17B.3. There is hereby created 
the position of executive Director. The 
position of Executive Director shall be 
determned by the City Council. 


Section 17B.4. The Human _ Relations 
Committee shall meet not less than once a 
month, and shall adopt, by a majority 
rule, such rules as it shall deem expedient 
for the conduct of its business. It shall 
elect a secretary and such other officers 
as it shall deem necessary. The chairman 
thereof shall appoint such committees as 
the rules of the Human Relations Com- 
mittee may provide, and such other com- 
mittees as shall from time to time be found 
necessary. The City shall assign to the 
Human Relations Committee office space 
and facilities as determined necessary by 
the City Council. 


Section 17B.5 The Human Relations Com- 
mittee shall receive and examine complaints 
of tensions, practices of discrimination and 
acts of prejudice against any person or 
group because of race, color, creed, nation- 
al origin or ancestry, and may conduct 
private or public hearings with regard 
thereto; carry on studies to obtain factual 
data to ascertain the status and treat- 
ment of racial, religious, and ethnic groups 
in the city, and the best means of progres- 
sively improving human relations in the 
city. 


Section 17B.6. The gathering of factual 
information is vital to the Human Relations 
Committee in the performance of its duties. 
In the event any person or persons find 
it impractical to supply such information 
to the Human Relations Committee, the 
Committee may in its discretion make its 
report to the City Council. 


Secton 17B.7. It shall be unlawful for 
any department of the City of Lansing or 
any City official, his agent or employee for 
and on behalf of the City of Lansing to 
willfully refuse to employ, or to discharge 
any person of this city otherwise qualified, 
because of race, color, creed, national 
origin or ancestry; to discriminate for the 
same reasons in regard to tenure, terms or 
conditions of employment; to deny pro- 
motion or increase in compensation solely 
for these reasons; to adopt or enforce any 
rule or employment policy which discrimi- 
nates between employees on account of 
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race, color, creed, national origin or an- 
cestry ; to seek such information as to any 
employee as a condition of employment 
except in cooperation with federal or state 
authorities in furtherance of national secu- 
rity ; to penalize any employee or discrimi- 
nate in the selection of personnel for 
training solely on the basis of race, color, 
creed, national origin or ancestry. 


Section 17B.8. All contracting agencies 
of the City of Lansing or any department 
thereof, shall include in all contracts here- 
after negotiated or re-negotiated by them, 
for and on behalf of the City of Lansing, 
a provision obligating the contractor not 
to discriminate against any qualified em- 
ployee or qualified applicant for employ- 
ment because of race, color, creed, national 
origin or ancestry, and shall require said 
contractor to include a similar provision 
in all sub-contracts. The contractor or 
employer, as used in the ordinance, is 
hereby defined and declared to be only em- 
ployers of four or more employees. The 
word ‘“employee’® whenever used in the 
ordinance is hereby defined and declared 
not to include an employee in domestic 
service or an employee of an organized 
religious congregation, or an _ institution 
limited in its membership to persons of a 
single religious faith. 


Section 17B.9. All sections of this ordi- 
nance are hereby declared to be seperated 
and should any section or provision or 
part thereof of this ordinance be declared 
to be unconstitutional or invalid, the same 
shall not effect the validity of the ordi- 
nance as a whole or any part thereof, other 
than the part so declared to be unconsti- 
tutional or invalid. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are here- 
by repealed.

During the 1962-1963 Fiscal Year, the 
Office of City Treasurer was charged with 
the collection of $4,520,555.69 in Personal 
Property taxes from 6000 accounts. To date, 
only $6,212.80 remains uncollected. This 
amounts to a collection of 99.86%. The 
present delinquent accounts total 41 in 
number, and a list is attached. 


Of the $6,212.80 due from the 41 ac- 
counts, agreements for payment in the 
amount of $1,769.06 have been made with 
16 establishments. Claims submitted by 
our office for $2,010.37 from 14 bankruptcy 
cases are expected to be honored and pay- 
ment received. Another $1,233.70 is forth- 
coming from establishments in receiver- 
ship. Of the remaining $1,199.67, a total of 
$1,194.38 was erroneously put on the tax 
roll for collection and is expected to be re- 
moved by action of the court. This there- 
fore leaves a balance of $5.29, which must 
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be considered a loss out of a collection 
assignment of $4,520,555.69 in Personal 
Property taxes.

Honorable Mayor and 
Members of the City Council 
Gentlemen : 


The Planning Board is in favor of new 
apartment development near to downtown 
Lansing, especially where it involves pri- 
vate redevelopment of obsolete structures; 
Provided that adequate controls are main- 
tained to protect the health, safety, and 
welfare of the community as a whole, and 
of the present and future residents of the 
area in particular. Apartment projects 
near to downtown are a rational use of 
land, because they provide proximity to: 
1. Work, 2. Dowtown shopping, 3. amuse- 
ment and cultural centers; and they avoid 
lost hours spent riding to and from subur- 
ban areas on congested highways. 


Because of the time lapse between the 
deadline set by the Council, June 18, 1962, 
and receipt of the revised plans in April, 
four and 2/3 months after the deadline of 
January 1, 1963, the Planning Board be- 
lieves that this should be considered as a 
new proposal and the City should not be 
bound by stipulations agreed to in the past 
by a former Council.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
July 29, 1963 


Now that we are in the midst of the 
summer doldrums, many people of our 
community have returned from vacations 
with much nostalgia and others are yet 
anticipating relief from the routine of 
regular, fruitful employment, I take this 
opportunity to report to you what I con- 
sider substantial progress in city govern- 
ment in the past few months. 


On a very cold January 2, just seven 
short months ago, I reviewed our progress 
for 1962 and set up 13 specific innovations 
and goals to be accomplished during 1968. 
These recommendations were viewed by 
the news media as being substantial in 
nature, and formidable goals for the year 
1963. 


Of the 11 recommendations dealing di- 
rectly with the city, I am most pleased 
to report that 9 have been adopted. Short- 
ly after the first of the year, the City 
Council allocated funds for 13 new law 
enforcement officers. The other 8 recom- 
mendations included creation of a pur- 
chasing department, a full-time civil de- 
fense director, unemployment benefits for 
city employees, an internal auditor for 
the controller, an additional assessor, data 
processing feasibility study, centralized 
printing, and salary adjustments for em- 
ployees have been implemented by the 
legislative body that took office only 4 
months ago. 


There are two areas where your city 
government seems to be stymied. The first 
is our street improvement program which 
is of prime importance to the city. Last 
November, the people voted 5814 percent 
for Proposition No. 1 which included all 
major street projects except the proposed 
Pattengill-Jenison bridge which was Prop- 
osition No. 2. Both propositions were 
endorsed by a majority of the people but 
fell short of the required 60 percent. As 
I stated before, to completely drop this 
program is to allow a minority of the 
people to impose their will on the major- 
ity, which is democracy in reverse. The 
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former council did not accede to my 
recommendation to re-submit the compre- 
hensive street program to the people in 
the February election but they did agree 
to issue revenue bonds to cover such a 
program. Little progress has been made 
in this endeavor although I am aware 
of some effort in that direction. The City 
Council has yet to determine the exact 
projects that will be undertaken and I 
recommend each street project in the Cit- 
izens’ Advisory Committee on Capital 


Improvements program, and any others, 
should be discussed by the Council and a 
record vote taken on each project. Those 
receiving a majority vote should be financed 
by revenue bonds or re-submitted to the 
people in a special election. This city 
ean ill afford to be strangled by its present 
traffic congestion, let alone what it will 
face in ever-increasing proportions as the 
months go by. 


The other stymied area which has caused 
everyone a good deal of frustration is 
the outdoor swimming pool program. It 
has been a comedy of errors from the 
beginning. Dearborn has some 10 swim- 
ming pools; over two years ago, I took 
the Parks Department and several Board 
members to Dearborn to observe their 
successful program. The plans for their 
most recent swimming pool, that com- 
bined the advantages of all their experi- 
ence, were sent to me by the Mayor of 
Dearborn. Unfortunately, the Parks De- 
partment and the Parks Board turned 
down the idea of neighborhood pools at a 
cost of $80,000 each and decided to build 
one $160,000 pool with diving L, which 
amounted to acquiring one pool for the 
price of two. Further, it was spring when 
the former council authorized construc- 
tion, which made use of this pool in 1962 
out of the question. Here it is almost 
August, 1963, and I will believe it when 
I see it in operation. As to other pools, 
I hope they are not delayed because of 
this unfortunate experience, and I will 
give heavy weight, as I trust the Council 
and Parks Board will, to the results of 
the study of recreational needs now in 
the process of being conducted. A prop- 
erly balanced and adequate recreation pro- 
gram must be provided for all of our 
citizens, 


I am especially gratified with the Coun- 
cil’s determination to pay fair compensa- 
tion as evidenced by the recent overall 
salary increase of 4 percent for all city 
employees and an additional 3 percent for 
police officers, and its decision to elimi- 
nate waste in city government by imple- 
menting modern business practices that 
should result in substantial savings to 
our taxpayers in the form of tax reduc- 
tion and increased services. 


The City Council, on their own volition, 
provided for an accelerated reassessment 
program in which I fully concur. Some 
have suggested that no assessments be 
changed until all are reviewed but there 
is another side to the coin in that the 
City would require hundreds of citizens 
to pay on assessments higher than they 
should be for the next two years. Further, 
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cash value is just an additional item to 
be considered in the assessment formula 
and far from a compiere change in assess- 
ment practices. 


Field work now under way and sched- 
uled for completion by September 17, 1963, 
will cover approximately 13,000 residential 
properties in the City of Lansing. The 
ge office work will require an addi- 
tional weeks, concluding the reapprais- 
als by February 1, 1964, in time to give 
proper notification to property owners so 
their new assessment will be the basis of 
their July, 1964 tax. 


These 13,000 homes added to 3,000 re- 
appraised in the stepped-up part ‘of 1962 
program, and 3,000 included in regular 
1962 assessments will bring a total of 
19,000, or 60 percent of the 31,000 homes 
reassessed in a two-year period. 


The entire program will be completed 
next year with the reassessment of 6500 
homes, bringing the percentage total to 
approximately 80 percent. The 20 percent 
not covered by this program will largely 
consist of residential properties actually 
appraised through annexation, new con- 
struction and regular calls by the asses- 
sor’s office. 


I trust that the property owners under- 
stand that when their homes are physically 
viewed by the assessor’s office, the asses- 
sors are there to do equity not only to 
the specific taxpayer but to all property 
owners in the city. It is inherently unfair 
to have one area of our city under-assessed 
to the detriment of those paying their 
fair share. Likewise, it is inequitable to 
have an area over-assessed at the expense 
of those in that area. We have had an 
inequitable situation for many years and 
public patience is required only for the 
next two years to solve this problem, 


Our economy is moving ahead rapidly 
in many other prominent fields such as 
Urban Renewal which is now beginning 
to take shape. Our new construction for 
the first 6 months of 1963 compares favor- 
ably with 1962’s record-breaking year. 
Specifically, the month of May showed 
over $5,000,000 of new construction, the 
highest total for one month since August, 
1958. Increased activity was evident in 
the Lansing Convention Bureau where 
conventions are running substantially 
ahead of last year and it is expected our 
convention business will bring into our 
city $5,000,000 of néw money this year. 


The figures on unemployment continue 
to show a reduction and our June unem- 
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ployment rate was reduced to 3.1 percent. 
Our Board of Water and Light, which 
is a business barometer, reports they have 
had an increase in steam heat for the 
first six months, over a comparable period 
of last year, of 12.8 percent, electricity 
up 7.6 percent, and water up 6.6 percent, 
which is a strong indication of the pros- 
perity we are now enjoying. 


The State of Michigan has taken affirm- 
ative steps to construct the balance of 
the Capital Development area and the 
realization of these modern office build- 
ings will not only contribute to the econ- 
omy of our city but provide first-class 
working conditions for our state employees 
and our citizens throughout the state who 
do business at the seat of state govern- 
ment. 


The Council’s performance record has 
been packed with action and progress for 
the past four months and I commend the 
City Council for its new aroma of progress 
and its ability to get things done. 


I expect to confer with the Council in 
a series of meetings, out of which I expect 
will develop a program designed for pro- 
gress which will meet the future needs of 
an effervescent and dynamic city.

In order to facilitate the billing and 
record keeping in connection with special 
assessments payable in installments the 
eee” ordinance previnens are desir- 
able: 
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1. Specific provision for the billing of 
installments prior to being placed upon 
the tax roll. 


a. The first installment should become 
due upon confirmation of the special 
asssesment roll. Billing to be rendered 
upon confirmation, with provisions for 
payment of the first installment with- 
in 60 days from the date of confirma- 
tion, without payment of any penalty 
‘or interest charges. 


b. Succeeding installments shall be billed 
annually together with interest on the 
unpaid balance at the rate of 6% per 
annum and shall become due on July 
1 of each year subsequent to the con- 
firmation of the assessment roll, pro- 
vided that the first two installments 
shall not become due within a period 
of less than 120 days of each other. 
Where the date of confirmation occurs 
less than 120 days preceeding July 
1, the second installment shall be due 
on the July first one year hence, and 
succeeding installments annually on 
July 1. A period of 60 days from the 
due date shall be allowed for pay- 
ment of all installments without 
further interest or penalty charges. 


2. Provisions for adding interest and 
penalty in installment payments. 


a. All individual installments remaining 
unpaid for 60 days from the due date 
shall become delinquent and shall have 
a penalty of 4% added. All delinquent 
installments remaining unpaid on 
October 1 or May 1 of each year shall 
be added to the next succeeding tax 
roll together with interest and penalty 
charges. 


b. All installments subsequent to the 
first installment shall be billed with 
interest on the unpaid assessment 
balance computed from the date of 
confirmation or the last preceeding 
installment due date, whichever ap- 
plies, at the rate of 6% per annum. 


3. Provision for the property owner to 
pay all installments in full of an install- 
ment special roll within a period of 90 
days from the confirmation date without 
interest or penalty. — 


4. The provisions that now apply to as- 
sessments which are not levied on the in- 
stallment basis and which permits payment 
of the full amount of the assessment within 
120 days of the date of confirmation of the 
roll should. be reduced to, 90 days when 
they will be deemed delinquent, A 4% pen- 
alty shall be added and all delinquent items 
at May 1 and October 1 to be added to the 
next tax roll.

The Park Board met in special session 
on August 9 for the purpose of expediting 
the opening of Hunter Swimming Pool as 
it is now nearing completion. The following 
resolution was adopted: 


“It is the recommendation of the Park 
Board that the Hunter Park Pool be opened 
for public use as soon as a certificate has 
been received from the State Health De- 
partment that the facility passes County 
and State inspections. This recommenda- 
tion is subject to any unforeseen mechani- 
cal or operational difficulties that may pre- 
vent use of the pool. It is further suggested 
that an agreement be entered into between 
the City and Contractor that use of the 
pool facilities shall not in any manner 
constitute a waiver of the contractual obli- 
gations and agreements existing and in 
force between the City and the Contractor.”’ 


Testing of the mechanical operation is 
now in progress and it is anticipated that 
it will prove satisfactory. 


The Park Board believes this pool and 
bath-house will prove to be of lasting good 
to the City. It is located in an area which 
is in urgent need of such a recreational 
facility. The picnic grove and playground 
equipment located nearby will lend greatly 
to the enjoyment of the users. 


Cost of construction approximates $145, 
000.00 which includes the _ bath-house, 
lockers, toilets and a 33 ft. by 35 ft. diving 
“L’’, a 20 ft, by 20 ft. small tots wading 
pool, as well as the main 40 ft. by 8214 ft. 
pool ranging from 3 ft. to 5 ft. in depth. 
Toilets for park users are provided as well 
as for swimmers. Water for the swimmers 
will be heated and will be maintained at 
comfortable swimming temperatures. Sod- 
ding and landscaping is being accomplished 
by Department personnel.

The Planning Board at a special meeting 
on Tuesday, August 20, 1963, considered 
the proposed Community Unit Plan by 
Burt L. Smokler Company. The proposed 
project is located southeast of Logan Street, 
east of Haag Road, north of Miller Road, 
in the southwest section of the City. The 
petition has been filed under Section 36-7 
of the Lansing Zoning Code and a public 
hearing held on Thursday, August 1, 1963, 
in compliance with the requirements of 
this Section. 
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The total site contains approximately 34 
acres, the proposed density is approximately 
5.4 dwelling units per net residential acre. 
The developers propose to develop a 26-acre 
park which they will dedicate to the City 
if the City is interested or will maintain 
as a private park. The park site is located 
in an area designated on the Master Plan 
as the location for a public park. The 
Smokler Company intends to build on the 
project a town house structure similar 
to those on the east side of Pleasant Grove 
Road, south of Holmes Road. In consider- 
ing the density for the project the develop- 
ment includes the park area in the compu- 
tation of the total density figure, the re- 
sult is that the total density, persons per 
acre, in the entire project is no different 
than if the development were a single 
family plat. This then means the need 
for various utilities, police and fire pro- 
tection, and school needs for the project 
will be no different than if the land were 
developed with single family homes. In 
the long run economies will actually be 
realized through development of shorter 
streets and less distance for water, sewer 
and other public utilities. The proposed 
project has been reviewed by the Lansing 
City Traffic Department, City Parks De- 
partment, City Public Service Department, 
and by the administrative staff of the Lan- 
sing Board of Education. 


In examining the proposed Community 
Unit Plan, the Planning Board finds that 
the property adjacent to the area included 
in the Plan will not be adversely affected, 
the Board finds that the plan is consistent 
with the intent and purpose of the chapter 
to promote public health, safety, morals, 
and general welfare. The structures pro- 
posed by the developer are to be used for 
single family dwellings in a town house 
arrangement and the proposed development 
does not contain commercial activity in 
any manner.

SUBJECT: High Rise Tower as pro- 
posed by Morton Scholnick of Detroit 
for the N.W. corner of Ottawa and 
Pine Street.

Since Council took action on this pro- 
posed project on July 8, 1963, several 
informal meetings have been held with 
the developer, his associates and repre- 
sentatives, members of the Planning 
Board, and the Planning Staff. 


These meetings were held to explore 
several possible alternatives that would 
allow this development to be built without 
causing detrimental effects to the City, 
local property owners and other develop- 
ments. 


Revised plans were received August 21, 
1968, showing a tower of 12 floors of 
apartments (144 units). The typical floor 
of apartments shows 12 units for each 
floor, two one-room efficiency apartments, 
two two-room apartments, and eight two- 
bedroom apartments. 


According to the present zoning ordinance 
this would require a lot area of 90,000 
square feet. The developer has a lot of 
54,450 square feet and the plans show an 
open terrace area of 38,270 square feet, 
which the Planning Board and Council 
agreed to allow for lot area computation. 
This makes a total of 92,720 square feet, 
well in excess of the lot area requirements 
as approved 


Plans show parking spaces for 161 cars. 
This represents a ratio of 1.1 spaces per 
dwelling unit, which is above the 1.1 ratio 
the Planning Board recommends for 
Council approval. The Board has approved 
and forwarded this recommendation after 
revised plans — reducing the commercial 
area and thus the parking needs of the 
structure, have been submitted by the 
developer. 


The commercial area in the project has 
been reduced from 10,000 square feet to 
6,000 square feet. The Planning Depart- 
ment has consistently maintained that 
the excess commercial area would have to 
draw customers from the City at large, 
creating parking needs and other detri- 
mental effects. 


All of the other provisions specified in 
the Council’s resolution of July 8, 1963, 
have been or will be met according to 
the developer. 


Therefore, the Planning Board and the 
Planning Department recommends that 
the plans received August 21, 1963, be ap- 
proved subject to the provisions as speci- 
fied on July 8, 1968, with the following 
changes: 
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1. Parking spaces -.shall be provided on the 
basis of at least one space per dwelling 
unit instead of the 1.25 spaces previously 
required. (Based on the condition that 
the commercial area is reduced to 6,000 
square feet.) 


2. Entrances to all commercial areas shall 
be from a central lobby or arcade and 
not open from the exterior of the 
building. 


8. The existing structures on Lot 9, Block 
92, Town of Michigan, are to be 
removed.

Recreation land in Lansing’s urban area, 
as in any urban area, is indispensable to 
our community’s existence as a matter of 
public health and welfare. It is important 
that recreation land be preserved for its 
specific purpose of recreation and be pussed 
on from generation to generation beco.aing 
a part of our heritage. 


Local pressures to locate freeways and 
other arterial streets, non-park public 
buildings and _ similar invasions which 
provide land for a public service or utility 
at the expense of park land are and will 
continue to increase as Lansing’s urban 
area continues to expand. 


Invasions of recreation land are proposed 
in some instances by well meaning but un- 
informed people without appreciation of 
today’s or tomorrow’s needs; others view 
the park as a free-of-cost site or right-of- 
way. Each successful invasion makes 
others easier — leading erroneously to a 
community’s belief that public recreation 
land is but a temporary holding for other 
uses. 


The American Society of Landscape 
Architects propose a rational course of 
action when considering public recreation 
land. “The Society approves of action 
which will place public recreational land 
in a public trust of such nature that it 
will maintain the land inviolate for this 
and succeeding generations. Such public 
trusts should provide that recreational land 
may be released for other purposes only 
when such release is an integral part of an 
officially adopted comprehensive land-use 
plan as being of a superior public benefit 
much more necessary for the public wel- 
fare. Absolute requirements should be 
stated that any land so withdrawn from 
park use shall be compensated for by an 
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equal increase of land area cleared and 
fully developed from plans approved by 
local planning and park officials.” 


These principles, in an expanded form 
are embodied in the Land Policy, an of- 
ficial policy statement of the Department 
of Parks and Recreation. 


The Planning Board supports the Lansing 
Park and Recreation Department’s Land 
Policy and joins with the Park Board in 
recommending that the City Council adopt 
the Park and Recreation Department’s 
“Land Policy’ as official City Policy. 


Land Policy Department of Parks and 
Recreation — October 11, 1961. 


Guarding Parks and Park Lands from 
Encroachment. 


The Parks and Recreation Department 
must preserve and defend park lands, 
particularly park lands held in reserve, 
from encroachment by public or private 
enterprises of a nature in conflict with 
human values of the park land. 


Any request for alienation of park land 
should be considered in terms of the long 
range good of the people of the community. 
Each favorable decision then, becomes 
part of the total policy, giving strength 
through precedent to succeeding decisions. 


Where park land must be taken for 
another public use, such as highway or 
bridge construction, or for any other rea- 
son in the public interest, the Park and 
Recreation Department shall insure that 
the park and recreation services in that 
immediate locality of the City served by 
the park facility so taken’ shall not be 
diminished. This means obtaining enough 
land and/or sufficient funds to replace 
equivalent services. Such funds must in- 
clude not only the cost of land, but also 
the cost of grading, drainage, grass, trees 
and shrub plantings, buildings and other 
improvements.

CIVIC CENTER OFFICE BUILDING PARKING LOT 


It shall be unlawful for any person to park any motor vehicle on any of the lands 
adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building and the south side of the 
civic center auditorium on the northeast corner of West Washtenaw Street and South Pine 
Street except as hereinafter provided, without first obtaining a permit to so park issued by 
the civic center board of the City of Lansing.

Any vehicle parked on the lands adjacent to the west side of the civic center office building 
and the south side of the civic center auditorium in violation of the regulations set up by 
the civic center board may, without notification to the owner or operator of said vehicle, 
be ordered towed away and impounded by the manager of the civic center building at the 
expense of the vehicle owner or operator, or a summons for parking in a prohibited area 
without a permit may be issued by the police department.

To the Honorable Mayor 
and Members of the City Council 


During the period following our first 
letter to the City Council, August 2, 1963, 
the Citizen’s Improvement Committee has 
been exploring the alternatives of upgrading 
the North Lansing sector of the city. It has 
become increasingly evident that the scope 
and implementation of such a project is 
above and beyond the capacities of such 
a citizens’ group. Therefore, it is the 
purpose of this communication to. re- 
spectfully request the city government to 
expedite a community renewal study and 
program. 


It is our understanding from various 
Meetings with many groups, including 
members of the planning board, the city 
planning director, and the urban renewal 
director, that this approach would de- 
lineate a study of the entire city and 
probably set up priorities for future urban 
renewal projects. Under such a community 
renewal study, it is conceivable that North 
Lansing might not be given top priority. 
But, because the CIC is concerned with 
the total well-being of the city we would 
coordinate our efforts ‘toward such a 
common decision. 


Recent information has indicated that 
the city planning staff is involved in study- 
ing the North Lansing area, specifically. 
However, it has been pointed out that due 
to lack of staff time this study will probably 
require a period of a year or more to 
reach completion. Therefore, we urge that 
our city government consider an accellerated 
program within the context of a com- 
munity renewal project. It is also our 
understanding that this accellerated pro- 
la would qualify for two-thirds Federal 

unds. 


It has been further suggested that three 
alternate approaches could be utilized in 
developing a community renewal program: 


r Additional appropriated funds to be 
utilized for increased staff personnel 
within the city planning department. 


Z. Securing outside planning consultants. 


3. A combined program of study with 
Urban Planning School at Michigan 
State University. 
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These alternative decisions are the per- 
ogatives of city government. We believe 
that our purpose is to promote and ac- 
celerate such a program thru community 
acceptance. This we believe we can do 
thru developing community participation. 


Members of this committee are available 
to meet with the council, its urban renewal 
committee and staff to further clarify our 
urgent concern for a solution to this com- 
munity problem.

The Lansing Chamber of Commerce oc- 
cupies 3,506 square feet of office space at 
an annual fee of $2,800.00 which covers 
jaintor and maintenance cost only. The 
standard rental fee for this space, at $3.00 
per square foot, would be $10,518.00 annual- 
ly. This results in a savings to the Lansing 
Chamber of Commerce of $7,718.00. 


Personnel Parking Lot privileges were 
granted during the year without charges 
as follows:

The excess of expenditures over revenue 
of $18,203.45 does not reflect allowances for 
$43,350.00 interest on bonded debt of $2,- 
920,000.00. No provisions were charged dur- 
ing the period for depreciation on build- 
ings, equipment and furnishings. If depre- 
ciation allowances were made at 2% on the 
building, exclusively, this amount would 
be in excess of $95,000.00 per year. 


In comparative analysis with last years 
statement of operations we note a reduction 
in total revenue. This loss in total revenues 
was caused by the $100,000.00 rental fee 
charged the Michigan Constitutional Con- 
vention during the 1961-1962 fiscal period. 


It should be noted that rental fees for 
office space, auditorium and facilities, in- 
creased during the 1962-63 fiscal year. 


Major expenditure changes were the 
result of increased salaries and a $10,000.00 
increase in maintenance and repair. 


On 1962 assessed valuation of $302,103,- 
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640.00 the excess of expenditures over re- 
venues, including debt service, for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1963 amounted to 
57.39c of tax rate per $1,000.00 of assessed 
valuation. This represents .85c increase 
over last years 56.54c per $1,000.00 of 
assessed valuation.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a_ section to be 
numbered 238-10 to read as follows: 


Section 23-10. Any tree, plant or shrub 
not growing on a public alley, street, 
highway or park, but so located as to 
extend its branches over a public alley, 
street, highway, sidewalk or other public 
place, or so located as to become a menace 
or danger to the public safety, or so located 
as to become a traffic hazard, shall be so 
trimmed or removed by the owner of the 
property on which the tree, plant or shrub 
stands, so as to remove the obstruction 
from the public alley, street, highway, side- 
walk or public place and so as to eliminate 
the traffiic hazard and the menace and 
danger to the public, pursuant to written 
notice by and under the supervision of the 
Park Department. When such notice is 
given, the owner will be given a reasonable 
and definite time to comply with the order, 
but not less than ten days. If the work 
is not satisfactorily completed within that 
time, then and in that case, the city 
forester, authorized employees of the park 
board or authorized agents may enter 
upon the property, make the necessary 
trimming or removals, and make proper 
disposal of the same; Provided that, all 
or part of the costs involved in the trim- 
ming or removal when such trimming or 
removal is performed by the city forester, 
authorized employees of the park board 
or authorized agents, shall be assessed 
against the property on the next general 
assessment roll of the City. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances inconsistent with the provisions 
hereof are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING SECTIONS TO 
BE NUMBERED 6-1 THROUGH AND 
INCLUDING 6-30. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding sections to be numbered 
6-1 through and including 6-30 to read as 
follows: 


ARTICLE I—IN GENERAL 


Sec. 6-1. Cruelty to animals, duty to 
police. 


It shall be the duty of the police de- 
partment to aid in the enforcement of 
the laws of this state relating to the 
prevention of cruelty to animals, and to 
that end it is hereby made the duty of the 
chief of police and other officers and 


‘members of the police force and constables, 


while on duty, to be on the lookout for 
violations of such laws and to arrest and 
prosecute all persons guilty of such 
offense, in their presence or within their 
view. 


Sec. 6-2. Running at large, herding, 
pasturing; prohibited. 


No cattle, horses, asses, mules, sheep, 
goats, swine or other animals shall, at 
any time, run at large upon the premises 
of another, nor be in, on, or be herded 
upon, nor pastured in, any street, lane, 
alley or public ground in the city. ‘‘Pastur- 
ing’’ within the meaning of this section 
shall include the tying, tethering, herding 
or holding of any animal in any of such 
streets, lanes, alleys, or public places for 
the purpose of pasturing the same. 
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Sec 6.3. Keeping or confining near resi- 
dences, restrictions. 


No horses, cows, ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens or other poultry, common pigeons, 
rabbits or goats shall at any time be per- 
mitted to run at large, and no person shail 
keep or confine any horses, cows, pigs, 
poultry, common pigeons, rabbits or goats 
on any premises or in any stable, pen, 
coop, barn, rabbitry, or poultry park with- 
in a distance of two hundred feet from 
any dwelling house, hotel, apartment house, 
or rooming house, except such places as 
are now provided for by railroads for 
shipping; provided, however, poultry may 
be dressed and kept for sale in buildings 
located in the “C’’ commercial, “‘D”’ indus- 
trial, and “E’’ unrestricted districts of 
the city as determined under the provisions 
of Chapter 36 and the zoning ordinances 
in the case the same buildings are not used 
for the handling of other foods, or for 
human residence. 


This section is not intended to prohibit 
any person from keeping horses, cows, 
pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or 
other poultry, common pigeons, rabbits 
and goats, so long as the consent of all 
the owners or occupants of residences, 
dwelling houses, apartment houses, or 
rooming houses within two hundred feet 
of the nearest portion of any stable, pen, 
coop, barn, rabbitry or poultry park, or 
other enclosure where such horses, cows, 
pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or 
other poultry, common pigeons, and rab- 
bits and goats are kept, is secured in 
writing by the person desiring to keep 
horses, cows, pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens, or other poultry, common pigeons, 
eI and goats, and filed with the city 
clerk. 


Sec. 6-4, Hogs, restrictions on keeping. 


No person shall keep or confine hogs 
within the corporate limits of the city, 
except such places as are provided for 
herding and shipping of stock. 


Sec. 6-5. Animal control officer, appoint- 
ment. 


It shall be the duty of the police and 
fire board to appoint some suitable person 
as an animal control officer, such officer to 
hold office at the pleasure of the board. 


Sec. 6-6. Dangerous animals not to be 
at large. 


It shall be unlawful for any person own- 
ing, possessing or having charge of any 
animal known to be of an ugly disposition 
or dangerous to persons or property to 
permit or allow such animal, whether 
licensed or unlicensed, to be at large at 
any time in the city. 
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ARTICLE II—PETS 


Sec. 6-7. Pets creating nuisance by de- 
struction of or trespass on property 
prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
own, keep, or have charge of any pet, that 
by the destruction of property or trespass- 
ing on other’s property becomes a nuis- 
ance. 


Sec. 6-8. Animal Shelter 


The City Council may by resolution pro- 
vide a facility for the care and detention 
of impounded animals and pets, and may 
contract with any agency, public or pri- 
vate, for the furnishing of animal shelter 
services, said facility hereinafter is referred 
to as the animal shelter. 


Sec. 6-9. Same—Notice to owner; re- 
demption; disposition of unredeemed 
animals. 


It shall be the duty of the animal control 
officer named as herein provided or of the 
persons or organization providing animal 
shelter service, as soon as any pet may 
be delivered to the animal control officer or 
the animal shelter under the provisions of 
this ordinance to serve notice in writing 
upon the owner or owners of such pet if 
such owner be known. Any such pet so 
impounded may be redeemed or taken 
from such shelter by the owner or any 
other person any time within the period 
of five days from the date of such notice 
or the receipt of such pet by the animal 
control officer or animal shelter upon the 
payment of four dollars impounding fee 
and the further sum of one dollar for 
each day or part of day such pet is in 
the custody of such animal control officer 
or animal shelter. If not so claimed such 
pet shall be disposed of as directed by such 
animal control officer or the animal shelter. 


Sec. 6-10. Housing and Care. 


All pets impounded shall be housed at 
the animal shelter hereinbefore provided: 
Provided, however, that during any emer- 
gency period when shelter facilities are 
inadequate the animal control officer is 
authorized to make provisions for additional 
housing and care elsewhere. 


Sec. 6-11. Seizing and delivery to proper 
authority—Required of pets in violation 
of article. 


It shall be lawful for any person and 
shall be the duty of every police officer of 
the city to seize and deliver to the animal 
control officer or animal shelter any 
pet in violation of this ordinance. 


See. 6-12. Limit of pets. 


It shall be unlawful for any person, 
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combination of persons, firm or corpora- 
tion to keep, possess, harbor, or have 
charge of more than three (3) dogs or 
three (3) cats, or any combination of 
dogs and cats exceeding six (6) in num- 
ber, on any one property in the City of 
Lansing. This section shall not apply 
to a litter of a female dog or cat until 
such offspring shall reach the age of three 
(3) months. This section shall not apply 
to licensed kennels, retail stores, or veteri- 
narians possessing, harboring, keeping, or 
maintaining the dogs and cats of others 
as a part of the veterinarians’ profession. 


ARTICLE III. DOGS 


Sec. 6-13. Dog license; application, rabies, 
vaccination. 


On or before the Ist day of March of 
each year the owner of any dog kept, 
harbored or maintained in the City of 
Lansing, shall apply to the city treasurer, 
in writing, for a license for each such dog 
owned, kept, harbored or maintained by 
him. Such applicant shall state the breed, 
sex, age, color and markings of such dog, 
and the name an adddress of the owner 
thereof, and each such application shall 
be accompanied by proof of rabies vaccina- 
tion of said dog within one year preceding 
the date of the application: Provided, that 
when the dog is vaccinated with modified 
live rabies virus of chick embryo origin, 
proof of vaccination within two years pre- 
ceeding date of application for license 
shall be sufficient: Provided further, that 
proof of vaccination need not accompany 
applications for license for any dog under 
the age of six months. 


Sec. 6-14. Fees. 


Dog licenses shall be issued by the city 
treasurer upon proper application and 
upon payment of the following license fee: 


(a) If application is made before March 
lst, it shall be accompanied by a fee of 
$2.00 for each male dog or un-sexed 
dog, and $4.00 for each female dog. 


(b) If application is made after March lst 
it shall be accompanied by a fee of 
$3.00 for each male dog and un-sexed 
dog, and $6.00 for each female dog. 


Provided, that the city council may, by 
resolution passed on or before the first day 
of February of any year, change or modify 
said fees as deemed necessary by said 
council to provide sufficient funds to pay 
the damages caused by said dogs and the 
costs of administering this ordinance. 


Sec. 6-15. Issuance of Licenses, tags. 


Upon proper application and payment 
of fees, the city treasurer shall then 
deliver to said owner a license and also one 
of the tags provided for by the laws of 
the State of Michigan, such tag to be

affixed to a substantial collar to be fur- 
nished by the owner, which with the tag 
attached, shall at all times be kept on 
the dog for which the license is issued. 


Sec. 6-16. Unlicensed and young dogs; 
application; fees. 


Any person becoming the owner, after 
the first day of March of any year, of 
any dog, either by gift, purchase, or 
birth, which has not already been licensed, 
shall forthwith apply for and secure a 
license for such dog, and in case applica- 
tion is made at any time after the first 
day of August of any year for such a 
newly acquired dog, the license fee shall 
be one-half of the amount fixed as the 
annual license fee for such dog. 


Sec. 6-17. Contents of License. 


Each license issued shall be dated and 
shall bear a serial number corresponding 
to the number on the metal tag furnished 
to said owner; it shall also bear the name 
of the City of Lansing and the county 
where said dog is maintained, kept or 
harbored, as well as a full description of 
the dog. 


Sec. 6-18. Lost tags. 


If any dog tag is lost, it shall be re- 
placed without cost, by the city treasurer, 
upon application by the owner of the dog 
and upon production of the license and 
sworn statement of the facts regarding 
the loss of such tag. 


Sec. 6-19. License and Tag: Transfer- 
ability. 


No license or license tag issued for one 
dog shall be transferable to another dog. 
Whenever the ownership or possession of 
any dog is permanently transferred from 
one person to another, within the City of 
Lansing, the license of such dog may be 
likewise transferred, upon notice to the 
city treasurer, who shall note such transfer 
upon his records. 


Sec. 6-20. Damage; complaint, remedy, 
duties of animal control officer. 


Whenever any person sustains any loss 
or damage to any livestock or poultry by 
dogs, such person or his agent or attorney 
may complain in writing to the “animal 
control officer.’”’ Such complaint shall state 
when, where, what and how much damage 
was done and, if known, by whose dog or 
dogs. The animal control officer’ shall 
thereupon examine the place where the 
alleged damage was sustained and examine 
the livestock or poultry injured or killed, 
if practicable. The animal control officer 
shall then refer the complaint and a 
report of his findings to the city council. 
If. it appears to said council, after re- 
ceiving said report, that a certain amount 
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of damage was sustained by the claimant, 
and that said claim is legal and just, said 
council shall order payment of said claim: 
Provided, however, that no payment shall 
be made for any item which has already 
been paid by the owner of the dog or 
dogs doing the injury. Any owner or 
keeper of such dog or dogs shall be liable 
to the city for all damages and costs paid 
by the city on any such claims as here- 
before provided. 


Sec. 6-21. Enforcement; public nuisance. 


On and after the lst day of March of 
each year, every unlicensed dog, subject 
to license under the provisions of this ordi- 
nance is hereby declared to be a public 
nuisance, and it shall be the duty of the 
animal control officer to seize and deliver 
to the animal shelter, hereinafter provided 
for, any dog not having attached such 
license tag as provided for by this ordi- 
nance, and such dog may be so taken up 
without the necessity of filing a complaint. 


Sec. 6-22. Unlicensed dog—unlawful. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
own any dog unless said dog is licensed 
as hereinbefore provided, or to own any 
dog that does not at all times wear a collar 
with the prescribed tag attached as herein- 
before provided. 


Sec. 6-23. Noisy dogs prohibited. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
own, keep, possess, or have charge of any 
dog which by loud and frequent barking, 
howling or yelping becomes a nuisance 
in the neighborhood in which such dog 
is so kept. 


Sec. 6-24. Keeping dogs. 


It shall be unlawful for the owner, 
possessor, keeper, harborer, or person in 
charge of any dog to allow said dog to 
run at large at any time within the City 
of Lansing, or to stray beyond the pre- 
mises of the owner, unless under the con- 
trol of some suitable person. A dog shall 
be deemed to be running at large under 
the provisions of this ordinance when it 
is not on a leash, securely tied, securely 
confined within an enclosure, or within 
the presence and control of its owner or 
keeper. It shall be lawful for any person 
and it shall be the duty of every police 
officer of the city, as well as the animal 
control officer to seize any dog running 
at large in said city in violation of this 
ordinance. 


Sec. 6-25. Seizing or enticing dog. 


No person shall entice any properly 
licensed dog into any enclosure for the 
purpose of taking off its collar or tag, or, 
decoy or entice any dog out of the enclosure 
or off the property of its owner or posses- 
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sor, or seize or molest any dog while held 
or led by any person. 


Sec. 6-26. Vicious dogs. 


No person shall own, keep, or have 
charge of any dog, either licensed or un- 
licensed, which has an ugly or vicious 
disposition or is dangerous to persons or 
property. Any dog shall be deemed vicious 
which has bitten a person or domestic 
animal without molestation, or which by 
its actions gives indications that it is 
likely to bite any person or domestic 
animal without molestation. 


Sec. 6-27. Destructive dogs. 


No person shall own, keep, or have 
charge of any dog, either licensed or un- 
licensed, which by the destruction of pro- 
perty or trespassing on the property of 
others becomes a nuisance in the vicinity 
where kept. 


Sec. 6-28. Summons to owner on com- 
plaint; killing or disposing of dog. 


On sworn complaint to any municipal 
judge of the city that any dog is running 
at large contrary to the provisions of this 
article such municipal judge shall issue 
a summons to the person owning, possess- 
ing, harboring and having charge of such 
dog to appear and show cause why such 
dog should not be killed. Upon such hear- 
ing such municipal judge may order such 
dog killed or otherwise disposed of, sub- 
ject to the statutory right of appeal. 


ARTICLE IV 
Miscellaneous and Penalties 
Sec. 6-29. Parks and Roads. 


No person shall fasten any animal to 
any tree, pole, building or other object 
within or upon a public street, highway, 
or park within the city. 


Sec. 6-30. Animal waste. 


It shall be unlawful for any person to 
deposit or cause to be deposited or to allow 
the accumulation on public or private 
property, manure, or other animal filth 
or waste: Provided, this section shall not 
be constructed to prevent any persons from 
distributing manure over his premises for 
the purpose of benefiting the soil. 


Sec. 6-31. Penalties. 


Any owner found violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine of not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$100.00 or imprisonment for not to exceed 
90 days, or both said fine and imprisonment. 
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Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

Gentlemen: 


As you are all very well aware, Lan- 
sing Urban Renewal Program is proceeding 
in a very orderly and, we think, very 
satisfactory fashion. Since this program 
began here in Lansing only a little over 
two yars ago, we have accomplished a 
great deal and are now approaching the 
final stages of the actual development. 
These final stages are becoming more criti- 
eal as we approach the acquisition and 
construction phases and it is my opinion 
that this program needs a more effective 
directing organization than we have given 
it in the past. 


I, therefore, propose for your considera- 
tion to create a group which will serve 
as the Board or Commission regarding our 
development activities and that we vest 
this group with certain powers and author- 
ity to enable them to give orderly direction 
and guidance to our Redevelopment Di- 
rector, his staff, and work directly with 
the various consultants, attorneys, ap- 
praisers, etc., as may be necessary. 


I further suggest that this group be 
composed of the three members of the 
Council’s Planning and Redevelopment Com- 
mittee, the three members of the Urban 
Renewal Committee of the Planning Board 
and the representative of the Lansing 
Board of Education. This group has, in 
effect, been meeting and working on this 
project and I think should now be given 
some official status allowing to organize 
with its own officers and its own entity.

ORDINANCE NO. 


AN ORDIANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding a section to be num- 
bered 28-19 to read as follows: 


Section 28-19. Same—Correcting and 
confirming roll, warrant for collection ; 
installment payment; funds for payment 
of bonds. 





Eivery corrected assessment, so ratified 
and confirmed by the city council as afore- 
said, shall be final and conclusive. Within 
ten days after such assessment shall have 
been ratified the mayor shall affix to 
such assessment and tax roll his warrant 
for collection thereof, which warrant shall 
direct the city treasurer to collect same 
within ninety days from the date of con- 
firmation, and such assessment and tax 
roll, with the warrant of the mayor so 
annexed, shall be delivered to the treasurer 
within five days after such warrant shall 
be so annexed to such roll. 


The treasurer shall thereupon be 
authorized to levy and collect the same by 
distress and sale of any personal property 
in possession of the person chargeable 
with such tax. Provided, if a majority of 
the resident taxpayers owning property 
in any paving or sewer district wherein 
any paving or sewer shall have been 
ordered pursuant to the provisions of this 
article and liable for taxation for any 
such paving or sewer, shall, prior to the 
order of the city council directing the mayor 
to attach his warrant to such tax roll for 
the collection of such taxes, petition the 
city council for an extension of time of 
payment of such taxes, it shall be within 
the power of the city council by resolution 
to extend the time of payment of any such 
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special assessment so that the same may 
be levied, collected and paid in three, five 
or ten installments, as shall be determined 
by the city council in such_ resolution. 
Provided, further, the city council may by 
a two-thirds vote of the councilmen-elect 
grant the extension of time for the pay- 
ment of taxes herein provided for without 
any petition therefor when such action 
shall be deemed necessary, and may by a 
two-thirds vote, upon request of any resi- 
dent taxpayer owning property in any 
assessment district, grant the extension of 
time for the payment of special assess- 
ments in the manner hereinafter provided. 
Provided, however, that if the total] amount 
of the special assessment is less than 
$150.00, the assessment shall not be 
divided into more than three installments ; 
and if the total assessment is less than 
$200.00 it shall not be divided into more 
than five installments. 


Special assessment installments shall be 
billed and paid as follows: 


a. The first installment shall become due 
upon confirmation of the special as- 
sessment roll. Billing shall be rendered 
upon said confirmation, providing for 
payment of the first installment within 
60 days from the date of confirma- 
tion, without payment of any penalty 
or interest charges. 


b. Succeeding installments shall be billed 
annually together with interest on 
the unpaid balance at the rate of 6% 
per annum and shall become due on 
July 1 of each year subsequent to 
the confirmation of the assessment 
roll; Provided that the first two in- 
stallments shall not become due within 
a period of less than 120 days of each 
other. Where the date of confirmation 
of the special assessment roll occurs 
less than 120 days preceeding July 1 
of any year the second installment 
shall be due on the first of July one 
year hence, and succeeding install- 
ments annually thereafter on July 1. 
A period of 60 days from the due date 
shall be allowed for payment of each 
installment without further interest 
or penalty charges. 


Interest and penalty on installment pay- 
ments shall be added and paid as follows: 


a. All individual installments remaining 
unpaid for 60 days from the due date 
shall become delinquent and _ shall 
have a penalty of 4% added. All de- 
linquent installments remaining un- 
paid on October 1 or May 1 of each 
year shall be added to the next suc- 
ceeding tax roll together with interest 
and penalty charges. 


b. All installments subsequent to the first 
installment shall be billed with interest 
on the unpaid assessment balance 


computed from the last preceeding 
installment due date at the rate of 
6% per annum. 


c. Where the entire total assessment of 
an installment special assessment roll 
is paid in full within 90 days of the 
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date of confirmation, no interest or 
penalty shall be added or paid. 


The city shall have a lien for the total 
amount of such taxes, interest, and penal- 
ties, which lien shall attach to the property 
liable for the same from and after the date 
of the warrant for the collection of the 
whole or any installments thereof, and 
shall remain until all installments are 
fully paid. 


If the city council shall have borrowed 
money and issued its bonds to pay for any 
paving or sewer, for which extension of 
time of payment of taxes therefor has been 
granted by the city council, such taxes 
annually paid by property owers benefited, 
together with such sum raised and collected 
by the city for that purpose, shall be 
received and kept by the city treasurer in a 
special fund to be known as ‘ 


street paving fund,” or “ 
sewer fund,” and the taxes so collected 
and placed to the credit of such fund shall 
be used for the purpose of paying the 
bonds issued for such paving or sewer, 
and for no other purpose, and shall be ap- 
plied as the city council shall direct. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordinances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.

SUBJECT: County Drain Special Assess- 
ments. 


Each year the Ingham County Drain 
Commissioner files with the City a special 
assessment roll covering maintenance 
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charges for County drains which are 
located partially within the city limits. 


In many instances, these charges are 
nominal and previous practice has been 
to spread these assessments on the Decem- 
ber Tax Roll. 


For 1963 the city received one such 
roll covering charges on the Stinson Drain 
in the amount of $76.80. Of this amount 
$46.80 is spread against 39 property own- 
ers and the $30.00 balance is spread 
against the City at Large and because of 
the small sums involved, some individual 
assessments run as low as $.06. 


It is recommended that the Council con- 
sider adoption of a policy in future years 
that where these total charges amount 
to less than $100.00 on any drain, that the 
entire amount be paid by the City at 
Large. 


The cost of spreading and collecting such 
minor sums can in many cases, exceed 
the amounts levied, and the reaction of 
property owners to receiving small nuis- 
ance charges on their tax bills is un- 
doubtedly unfavorable.

Re: Petty Expenditures Revolving Fund 


Section 2.34 of the Purchasing Ordinance 
provides for the establishment of a Petty 
Expenditures Revolving Fund. Section 8.8 
of the City Charter further provides for 
the authorization by the City Controller 
for officers and employees of the city to 
make minor disbursements from Petty Cash 
accounts in order to expedite operating 
procedures. 


In order to facilitate record keeping and 
control over petty cash expenditures it 
is proposed that a petty cash warrant be 
utilized for handling the payment of 
minor purchases. This warrant would con- 
sist of a three-part form which would be 
executed by authorized employees at the 
time of making petty purchases. The war- 
rants would be limited to payments of 
less than $10.00. 


Each department head would be issued 
an adequate number of petty cash war- 
rants based on usage requirements which 
would be prenumbered and control of 
issuance would be handled by the Pur- 
chasing Agent. The department heads in 
turn would counter-sign these warrants 
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and issue them to specifically designated 
employees whom they would authorize to 
make petty purchases. 


Employees so authorized would then 
utilize these forms when making purchases 
of less than $10.00 by fully executing the 
warrant at the point of making a pur- 
chase. The Vendor’s name and address 
would be completed and the amount trans- 
cribed on the warrant. The employee would 
then obtain a copy of the invoice from 
the Vendor and submit this invoice together 
with the two carbon copies of the warrant 
to the appropriate department. The de- 
partment head would then indicate the ap- 
propriate account number for distribution 
on the copies of the warrant and submit 
both copies to the Purchasing Agent daily. 
The Purchasing Agent will gather copies 
of all such petty expenditure warrants 
daily and submit a copy to the Controller’s 
office. A register will be maintained of all 
outstanding warrants which have been 
issued. The Treasurer will receive and pay 
to the bearers or to the appropriate bank 
the amounts on these warrants in the 
same manner as is presently done with 
all general warrants. The Treasurer will 
daily submit to the Controller's office the 
cancelled warrants which have been paid 
and these will then be reconciled against 
the previously prepared register of war- 
rants issued. 


The Purchasing Agent will monthly pre- 
pare a statement to the City Controller 
of the total amount of all such petty dis- 
bursements together with a distribution of 
charges to appropriate accounts which 
then may be used as the basis for a reim- 
bursement of the Petty Expenditures Re- 
volving Fund. 


It is recommended at this time that 
Council authorization of the establishment 
of the petty expenditures revolving fund 
in an amount not to exceed $2,500.00 be 
made at this time. It is further recom- 
mended that a $10.00 limitation be im- 
posed on any individual petty expenditures.

I would like to lend my support to Coun- 
ecilman Milks’ suggestion that a Board or 
Commission be established to Guide Lan- 
sing’s Urban Renewal Program. I agree 
wholeheartedly that this program needs a 
more effective directing organization than 
we have given it in the past. 


I do, however, disagree with Councilman 
Milks’ suggested composition of this Board 
or Commission for the following reasons: 


1. The proposal to have the three Council 
members of the Council’s Planning and 
Redevelopment Committee serve on this 
Board would be invalid because: 


a. This would be in violation of the 

City Charter, Section 7.6 (b) “No 
person holding another city office 
shall be eligible to a voting member- 
ship on any board, except the Board 
of Review. 


b. The Council’s Committee on Plan- 
ning and Redevelopment should serve 
as the liaison between this Board 
and the City Council and recommend 
to the Council action that should be 
taken on any Board recommendations 
without having had a direct vote in 
the Board’s recommendation. Further, 
if Council members served on this 
Board, citizens serving on the Board 
might feel obligated to agree with 
the councilmen’s opinion rather than 
expressing their own thoughts when 
in conflict with the councilmen. 


2. Councilman Milks’ proposed membership 


would be essentially the same member- 
ship who we both agree has not given 
our Urban Renewal Program the effec-

tive direction it should have had in the 
past. 


I would suggest that this group be com- 
posed of the three members of the Plan- 
ning Board’s Urban Renewal Committee 
as a direct liaison with the Planning De- 
partment, a member of the Board of Edu- 
cation, a local realtor-appraiser, an at- 
torney, a member of the Public Service 
Board, and a citizen at large.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES,

The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Sec. 1. That the Code of Ordinances of 
the City of Lansing, Michigan be amended 
by adding sections to be numbered 9-67 
to 9-82, inclusive. 


Division 4. Licensing and Inspection of 
Homes for the Aged. 


Article 1-Title, Purpose and Definition. 


Sec. 9-67. Short Title: This ordinance 
shall be known as the “Home for the 
Aged Ordinance of the City of Lansing.”’ 


Sec. 9-68. Purpose: In their interpreta- 
tion and application, the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be held to be the minimum 
requirements adopted for the promotion 
of the public safety and general welfare. 


Sec. 9-69. Seope: It is not intended by 
this ordinance to repeal, abrogate, annul 
or in any way impair or interfere with 
existing provisions of other laws or ordin- 
ances except those specifically repealed by 
this ordinance. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall govern any home for the 
aged where one or more persons, as defined 
in this ordinance, are cared for and shall 
not include any relative excluded under 
Section 4, Act 189, P.A. 1956 of the State 
of Michigan. It is further the intent and 
purpose of this ordinance to set different 
requirements for the classes or types of 
convalescent homes as defined herein. 


Sec. 9-70. Definitions: 


(1) HOME FOR THE AGED: A home 
for the aged is any privately-operated hume 
or institution, whether conducted for char- 
ity or for profit, where operated by an 
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individual, partnership, corporation or 
association which provides at a_ cost, 
boardng, convalescent, or nursing care 
to one or more persons. 


(2) SUPERVISED BOARDING HOME: 
A supervised boarding home is a home 
for the aged where the persons accom- 
modated are presumedly well persons, able 
to care for themselves, in most respects, 
but who require room and board. 


(3) CONVALESCENT HOME: A con- 
valescent home is a home for the aged 
where the persons accommodated require 
some type of nursing care or supervision 
and who also require occasional bedside 
care. 


(4) NURSING HOME: A nursing home 
is a home for the aged where persons ac- 
commodated need nursing care or super- 
vision most of the time and who are 
physically infirm and ill and require the 
more or less constant care or supervision 
of a person trained in caring for aged 
persons. 


ARTICLE 2-Licenses 


Sec. 9-71 License Required: It shall be 
unlawful for any person, firm, partnership, 
corporation, or association to establish, 
maintain, operate or conduct a home for 
the aged, whether a boarding home, con- 
valescent home or nursing home, unless 
and until such person, firm, partnership, 
corporation or association shall have pro- 
cured a license to operate such a home 
for the aged at a special address, from 
the City Clerk of Lansing. 


Sec. 9-72. Duration of License: Licenses 
issued as provided in this ordinance shall 
be renewed annually and shall in each case 
expire on the 30th day of April in each 
year. Licenses issued during the year and 
later than May Ist in any given year shall 
likewise expire on the 30th day of April 
in any succeeding year. 


Sec. 9-73. Application for License: Ap- 
plication for license to operate a home 
for the aged, as herein defined shall be 
made to the City Clerk of Lansing. 


Sec. 9-74. Processing of Application: 
Upon receipt of such application the Fire 
Department and Building Inspector shall 
make an investigation to determine the 
fitness and qualification of the premises 
of the applicant, according to the pro- 
visions of the Housing and Building ordin- 
ances of the City of Lansing, and shall 
thereupon make an investigation and in- 
spection of the premises to determine 
whether or not said premises meet the 
requirements of said ordinances. If both 
departments shall certify approval, the 
City Clerk of Lansing shall then issue a 
license to the applicant. 


Sec. 9-75. Application Blanks, Time to 
Apply: Application blanks shall be fur- 
nished by the City Clerk of Lansing. Ap- 
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plication for the yearly license, in case 
of renewals, must be made at least thirty 
(30) days before the current license held 
by the applicant shall expire. 


Sec. 9-76. License Fee: A license fee of 
$15.00 for those with ten (10) patients or 
less and $30.00 for those of over ten (10) 
patients shall accompany the application. 


Sec. 9-77. Posting of License: The license 
issued by the City Clerk of Lansing, as 
herein provided, shall be posted at a con- 
spicuous place in the building to which 
the license applies. Each license shall state 
herein the type of home for the aged for 
which the license was issued, whether su- 
pervised boarding home, convalescent home 
or nursing home. 


See. 9-78. Transfer of License: Licenses 
issued as herein provided shall not be 
transferrable without the express written 
approval of the Lansing City Council. 


Article 3-Inspection. 


Sec. 9-79. Right of Entry, Refusal of 
Entry: The Building Inspector and the 
Chief of the Fire Department, or their 
duly authorized subordinates, may enter 
upon any premises for which a license is 
sought or for which a license has been 
issued, at any reasonable time, for the 
purpose of inspection and examination. 
Any licensee hereunder who shall refuse 
the right of entry to any of the persons 
named in this ordinance shall forfeit the 
license issued. 


Article 4-Rules and Regulations 


Sec. 9-80. Revocation of License: When 
the Fire Department and Building In- 
spector shall determine that the terms of 
this ordinance are not being complied with 
they shall have the power to suspend or 
revoke the license herein provided for. 


Sec. 9-81. Appeal from Revocation: Any 
licensee who shall have his license revoked 
as provided in Section 9-80 of this ordin- 
ance, may, within five days thereafter, 
appeal to the Lansing City Council for a 
hearing before the Council. The decision 
of the Council shall be final. 


Article 5-Penalty for Violation 


Sec. 9-82. Penalty: Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall, on conviction thereof by a court of 
competent jurisdiction, be punished as 
provided in Sec. 1-8 of the Code of Ordin- 
ances of the City of Lansing.

Mr. Anthony Nosal’s letter regarding 
Sanitary Sewer at 2201 W. Holmes Road 
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which was referred to the Assessor and 
Dept. of Public Service September 30, 1963 
is answered as follows: 


Two Sanitary Sewer benefits were as- 
sessed to Mr. Nosal totalling $445.45 Roll 
of May 8, 1961. The average length of 
benefit for determining assessments for 
this sewer was based on a consistent aver- 
age front footage for the entire area. 


This sewer installed in 1961 (your order 
May 8, 1961) is to benefit the West 240 
feet more or less of the Nosal property. 
Position of buildings and existing zoning 
are not considered in the determination of 
sewer benefits. (See Sec. 27-46 Page 358 

. . “Assessments according to the bene- 
fits as aforesaid, may be made without re- 
ference to any improvements or building 
or buildings upon the land.’’ 


Landel installed an 8” sewer on Pleasant 
Grove Road in 1945. 2201 W. Holmes Road 
(see Map A — Bldg. No. 2) is connected 
to this sewer. In 1958 and 1959 38426— 
34380 and 3434 Pleasant Grove Road (see 
Map A — Bldg. No. 1) was constructed 
and hooked into the Landel sewer. 


A search of records of the Board of 
Water and Light show two water bills 
(paid by tenants) for this entire property: 


2201 W. Holmes Road—E. Laboda, 
Sr. (Freddie’s Doughnut Shop) 3426 
Pleasant Grove Rd. — Wendrow’s 
Laundry. 


The building at 2201 W Holmes Road 
also contains a beauty and barber shop 


(3400 Pleasant Grove Road.). 


Public Service Dept. and Controller 
records show the flat $100 adjustment for 
Landel users is being paid on a quarterly 
basis for the building at 2201 W. Holmes 
Road (Freddie’s Doughnut Shop). There 
is no record of any hook-up charge or 
fiat charge for the building 3426-3430-3434 
Pleasant Grove Road (leased to Wen- 
drow’s Probst’s and Terranova). 


Records of the Public Service Depart- 
ment, City Controller and Board of Water 
and Light were searched to no avail to 
determine if Mr. Nosal had paid either 
by cash or on a time payment program 
for the Pleasant Grove building.

Food Sanitation 
Article I. In General 
Section 15-1. Purpose. 


AN ORDINANCE DEFINING FOOD, 
POTENTIALLY HAZARDOUS FOOD, 
ADULTERATED, MISBRANDED FOOD- 
SERVICE ESTABLISHMENT, FOOD ES- 
TABLISHMENT, CATERING _ESTAB- 
LISHMENT, TEMPORARY FOOD-SERV- 
ICE ESTABLISHMENT, VENDING OF 
FOOD AND BEVERAGE, HEALTH AU- 
THORITY, EQUIPMENT, UTENSILS;

UNADULTERATED, WHOLESOME, AND 
PROPERLY BRANDED FOOD; REGU- 
LATING THE SOURCES OF FOOD; ES-

The following definitions shall apply in 
the interpretation and the enforcement of 
this ordinance: 


(1) ADULTERATED shall mean the con- 
dition of a food (a) if it bears or 
contains any poisonous or deleterious 
substance in a quantity which may 
render it injurious to health; (b) if 
it bears or contains any added poison- 
ous or deleterious substance for which 
no safe tolerance has been established 
by regulation, or in excess of such 
tolerance if one has been established ; 
(c) if it consists in whole or in part 
of any filthy, putrid, or decomposed 
substance, or if it is otherwise unfit 
for human consumption; (d) if it has 
been processed, prepared, packed, or 
held under’ insanitary conditions, 
whereby it may have become con- 
taminated with filth, or whereby it 
may have been rendered injurious to 
health; (e) if it is in whole or in 
part the product of a diseased animal, 
or an animal which has died otherwise 
than by slaughter; or (f) if its con- 
tainer is composed in whole or in 
part of any poisonous or deleterious 
substance which may render the con- 
tents injurious to health. 


(2) APPROVED shall mean acceptable to 
the health authority based on his de- 
termination as to conformance with 
appropriate standards and good public 
health practice. 


(3) CLOSED shall mean fitted together 
snugly leaving no openings large 
enough to permit. the entrance of 
vermin. 


(4) CORROSION - RESISTANT MATE- 
RIAL shall mean a material which 
maintains its original surface charac- 
teristics under prolonged influence of 
the food, cleaning compounds, and 
sanitizing solutions which may con- 
tact it.

EASILY CLEANABLE shall mean 
readily accessible and of such mate- 
rial and finish, and so fabricated that 
residue may be completely removed by 
normal cleaning methods. 


EMPLOYEE shall mean any person 
working in a food-service or food es- 
tablishment who transports food or 
food containers, who engages in food 
preparation or service, or who comes 
in contact with any food utensils or 
equipment and ingredients to be dis- 
pensed through vending machines. 


EMPLOYER OR OFERATOR $§sshall 
mean any person, who by contract, 
agreement, or ownership takes the re- 
sponsibility for operating and main- 
taining a food-service establishment, 
food establishment or maintaining one 
or more vending machines. 


EQUIPMENT shall mean all stoves, 
ranges, hoods, meatblocks, tables, 
counters, grinders, slicers, display 
cases, scales, refrigerator, sinks, dish- 
washing machines, steamtables, and 
similar items, other than utensils, used 
in the operation of a food preparation 
and food-service establishment. . 


FOOD shall mean any raw, cooked, or 
processed edible substances, beverage 
or ingredient used or intended for use 
or for sale in whole or in part for 
human consumption. 


FOOD CATERING ESTABLISH- 
MENT shall mean to cook, prepare, 
process, package or supply food to be 
used or sold elsewhere to the public. 


FOOD-CONTACT SURFACES shall 
mean those surfaces of equipment and 
utensils with which food normally 
comes in contact, and those surfaces 
with which food may come in contact 
and drain back onto surfaces normally 
in contact with food, 


FOOD-PROCESSING ESTABLISH- 
MENT shall mean a commercial es- 
tablishment in which food is processed 
or otherwise prepared and packaged 
for human consumption. 


FOOD ESTABLISHMENT shall mean 
any building, room or quarters within 
a structure not hereafter defined as 
a food-service establishment where 
any cooked or uncooked article of food 
or drink or any ingredient thereof, 
used for or intended for human con- 
sumption is prepared, manufactured, 
processed, wrapped, packed, stored, or 
distributed, for wholesale or retail, in 
package or in bulk, or otherwise pro- 
vided for the public in any way, with 
or without change.

FOOD-SERVICE ESTABLISHMENT 
shall mean any fixed or mobile res- 
taurant ; coffee shop; cafeteria; short- 
order cafe; luncheonette; grill; tea- 
room; sandwich shop; soda fountain; 
tavern; bar; cocktail lounge; night 
club; roadside stand; industrial feed- 
ing establishment; private, public, or 
nonprofit organization or institution 
routinely serving food; delicatessen ;

KITCHENWARE _ shall mean all 
multi-use utensils other than table- 
ware used in the storage, preparation, 
conveying, or serving of food. 


MACHINE LOCATION shall mean 
the room, enclosure space or area 
where one or more vending machines 
are installed or operated. 


MISBRANDED shall mean the pres- 
ence of any written, printed, or 
graphic matter, upon or accompany- 
ing food or containers of food, which 
is false or misleading, or which vio- 
lates any applicable State or local 
labelling requirements. 


PERISHABLE FOOD § shall mean 
any food of such type or in such con- 
dition as may spoil. 


PERSON shall mean an individual, or 
a firm, partnership, company, cor- 
poration, trustee, association, or any 
public or private entity. 


POTENTIALLY HAZARDOUS FOOD 
shall mean any perishable food which 
consists in whole or in part of milk 
or milk products, eggs, meat, poultry, 
fish, shellfish, or other ingredients 
capable of supporting rapid and pro- 
gressive growth of infectious or toxi- 
genic micro-organisms, 


PRODUCT CONTACT SURFACE 
shall mean any surface of the vend- 
ing machine, appurtenance, or con- 
tainer which comes into direct contact 
with any food, beverage or ingredient.

SANITIZE shall mean effective bac- 
tericidal treatment of clean surfaces 
of equipment and utensils by a process 
which has been approved by the health 
authority as being effective in destroy- 
ing micro-organisms, including patho- 
gens. 


SEALED shall mean free of cracks 
or other openings which permit the 
entry or passage of moisture. 


SINGLE-SERVICE ARTICLES §shall 
mean cups, containers, lids or closures, 
plates, knives, forks, spoons, stirrers, 
paddles, straws, place mats, napkins, 
doilies, wrapping materials, and all 
similar articles which are constructed 
wholly or in part from paper, paper- 
board, molded pulp, foil, wood, plastic, 
synthetic, or other readily destructible 
materials, and which are intended by 
the manufacturers and generally rec- 
ognized by the public as for one 
usage only, then to be discarded. 


TABLEWARE shall mean all multi- 
use eating and drinking utensils, in- 
cluding flatware (knives, forks, and 
spoons). 


TEMPORARY FOOD-SERVICE ES- 
TABLISHMENT shall mean any food- 
service establishment ‘which operates 
at a fixed location for a temporary 
period of time, not to exceed two 
weeks, in connection with a fair, car- 
nival, cireus, public exhibition, or 
similar transitory gathering. 


TRANSPORTATION VEHICLE shall 
mean any vehicle used in the transpor- 
tation of food or beverage to the vend- 
ing machine location or in catering to 
any food establishment. 


UTENSIL shall mean any tableware 
and kitchenware including but not 
limited to knives, spoons, cleavers, 
saws, mixing ladles, containers, used 
in the storage, preparation, conveying, 
or serving of food. 


WHOLESOME shall mean in sound 
condition, clean, free from adultera- 
tion, and otherwise suitable for use 
as human food, 


Section 15-3. Food. 


(1) 


FOOD SUPPLIES: All food in any 
food establishment or food-service es- 
tablishment shall be from sources ap- 
proved or considered satisfactory by 
the health authority, and shall be 
clean, wholesome, free from spoilage, 
free from adulteration and misbrand- 
ing, and safe for human consumption. 
No hermetically sealed, nonacid, or 
low-acid food which has been proc- 
essed in a place other than a com- 
mercial food-processing establishment 
shall be used. 


All milk and milk products, frozen 
desserts, meat and meat products, 
poultry and poultry meat products, 
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bakery products, shellfish fresh or 
frozen shall be of a source which is 
in compliance with applicable local, 
State, Federal Laws and Regulations. 


FOOD PROTECTION: All food while 
being stored, prepared, displayed, 
served, or sold at food-service estab- 
lishments, or _ food establish- 
ments or _ during transportation 
between such establishments or to a 
vending machine, shall be protected 
from contamination. All perishable 
food shall be stored at such tempera- 
tures as will protect against spoilage. 
All potentially hazardous food shall 
be maintained at safe temperatures 
(45°F. or below, or 140°F. or above), 
except during necessary periods of 
preparation and service. Raw fruits 
and vegetables shall be washed be- 
fore use. Stuffings, poultry, stuffed 
meats and poultry, and pork and pork 
products shall be thoroughly cooked 
before being served. Individual por- 
tions of food once served to the custo- 
mer shall not be served again: Pro- 
vided, that wrapped food which has 
not been unwrapped and which is 
wholesome may be reserved, 


Only such poisonous and toxic mate- 
rials as are required to maintain sani- 
tary conditions and for sanitization 
purposes may be used or stored in 
food-service establishments or food 
establishments. Poisonous and toxic 
materials shall be identified, and shall 
be used only in such manner and un- 
der such conditions as will not con- 
taminate food or constitute a hazard 
to employees or customers. Single- 
service articles shall be made from 
nontoxic materials. 


Section 15-4. Personnel. 


HEALTH AND DISEASE CON- 
TROLS: No person, while affected 
with any disease in a communicable 
form, or while a carrier of such dis- 
ease, or while afflicted with boils, in- 
fected wounds, sores, or an acute 
respiratory infection, shall work in 
any area of any food-service establish- 
ment or a food establishment in any 
capacity in which there is a likeli- 
hood of such person contaminating 
food or food contact surfaces with 
pathogenic organisms, or transmitting 
disease to other individuals; and no 
person known or suspected of being 
affected with any such disease or con- 
dition shall be employed in such an 
area or capacity. If the manager or 
person in charge of the establishment 
has reason to suspect that any em- 
ployee has contracted any disease in 
a communicable form or has become a 
carrier of such disease, he shall notify 
the health authority immediately. 


Procedure When Infection Is Suspected. 


(2) When the health authority has reason- 


able cause to suspect possibility of 
disease transmission from any em- 
ployee, the health authority shall se- 
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(3)

cure a morbidity history of the sus- 
pected employee or make such other 
investigation as may be indicated, and 
take appropriate action. The health 
authority may require any or all of 
the following measures: (a) the im- 
mediate exclusion of the employee 
from all establishments; (b) the im- 
mediate closure of the establishment 
concerned until, in the opinion of the 
health authority, no further danger of 
disease outbreak exists; (c) restric- 
tion of the employee’s services to some 
area of the establishment where there 
would be no danger of transmitting 
disease; and (d) adequate medical and 
laboratory examinations of the em- 
ployee, of other employees, and of his 
and their body discharges. 


CLEANLINESS: All employees shall 
wear clean outer garments, maintain 
a high degree of personal cleanliness, 
and conform to hygenic practices 
while on duty. They shall wash their 
hands thoroughly in an approved 
hand-washing facility before starting 
work, and as often as may be neces- 
sary to remove soil and contamination. 
No employee shall resume work after 
visiting the toilet room without first 
washing his hands, 


TRAINING: All food-service estab- 
lishments and food establishment em- 
ployers shall be responsible for the 
conduct of their employees with re- 
spect to personal hygiene and in the 
safe and sanitary practices required 
by this ordinance. All food-service 
establishment employers also shall be 
responsible to see that their employees 
attend appropriate course of training 
and instruction when so notified by 
the health authority. 


Section 15-5. Enforcement Provisions. 


(1) 


LICENSE: It shall be unlawful for 
any person to operate any food-service 
establishment or a food establishment 
within the City of Lansing, or its 
police jurisdiction, who does not pos- 
sess a valid annual license issued to 
him by the City Clerk. Only a per- 
son who complies with the require- 
ments of this ordinance shall be en- 
titled to receive and retain such a 
license. Licenses shall not be trans- 
ferable from one person to another 
person or place. The license shall be 
posted in every establishment. Li- 
censes for temporary food-service es- 
tablishment shall be issued for a per- 
iod of time not to exceed 14 days. 


a. ISSUANCE OF LICENSES: Any 
person desiring to operate a food- 
service establishment or food es- 
tablishment shall make written ap- 
plication for a license on forms 
provided by the health authority. 
Such application shall include: the 
applicant’s full name and _ post 
office address and whether such 
applicant is an individual, firm, or 
corporation, and, if a partnership, 
the names of partners, together 
with their addresses shall be in- 
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cluded; the location and type of 
the proposed food or food-service 
establishment; and the signature 
of the applicant or applicants. If 
the application is for a temporary 
food-service establishment, it shall 
also include the inclusive dates of 
the proposed operation, 


Upon receipt of such an application, 
the health authority shall make an in- 
spection of the establishment to deter- 
mine compliance with the provisions 
of this ordinance. When inspection is 
certified in writing that the applicable 
requirements of this ordinance have 
been met, a license shall be issued. to 
the applicant by the City Clerk upon 
payment of the following fees:

No establishment shall pay fees in 
excess of $50.00 per year. Each li- 
cense shall bear the date of expira- 
tion. The above fees shall be collected 
by the City Clerk. Three dollars 
($3.00) from each establishment shall 
be retained by the clerk and the re- 
maining fees shall be transmitted to 
the health authority. 


Temporary food-service establish- 
ments, schools, nonprofit organiza- 
tions, churches serving an “occasional 
meal,’”? or “fone day” gatherings, are 
exempt from paying the license fees, 
but are not exempt from the other 
provisions of this ordinance. 


b. TERMINATION, SUSPENSION 
OF LICENSE: Every food-service 
establishment or food establishment 
license shall terminate on the last 
day of April following the date 
of issuance except these issued up- 
on and after April 1st of the same 
year. Licenses may be suspended 
temporarily by the health authority 
for failure of the holder to com- 
ply with the requirements of this 
ordinance. 


Whenever a license holder or oper- 
ator has failed to comply with 
notices issued under the provisions 
of this ordinance, the license holder 
or operator shall be notified in 
writing that the license may be 
suspended after an opportunity for 
a hearing with the health authority 
is provided. 


Not withstanding the other pro- 
visions of this ordinance, whenever 
the health authority finds insani- 
tary or other conditions in the oper- 
ation of a food-service establish- 
ment or food establishment which, 
in his judgment, constitute a sub- 
stantial hazard to the public health, 
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he may without warning, notice or 
hearing, issue a written notice to 
the license holder or operator cit- 
ing such condition specifying the 
corrective action to be taken and 
specifying the time period within 
which such action shall be taken; 
and, if deemed necessary, such or- 
der shall state that the license is 
immediately suspended, and all 
food operations are to be immedi- 
ately discontinued. Any person to 
whom such an order is issued shall 
comply immediately therewith, but 
upon written petition to the health 
authority, shall be afforded a hear- 
ing as soon as possible. 


c. REINSTATEMENT OF SUSPEND- 


ED LICENSES: Any person whose 
license has been suspended may, at 
any time, make application for a 
reinspection for the purpose of re- 
instatement of the license. Within 
ten (10) days following receipt of 
a written request, including a 
statement signed by the applicant 
that in his opinion the conditions 
causing suspension of the license 
have been corrected, the health 
authority shall make a _ reinspec- 
tion. If the applicant is comply- 
ing with the requirements of this 
ordinance, the license shall be re- 
instated. 


d. REVOCATION OF LICENSES: 


e. 


For serious or repeated violations 
of any of the requirements of this 
ordinance, or for interference with 
the health authority in the per- 
formance of his duties, the license 
may be permanently revoked after 
an opportunity for a hearing has 
been provided by the health au- 
thority. Prior to such action, the 
health authority shall notify the 
license holder in writing, stating 
the reasons for which the license 
is subject to revocation and ad- 
vising that the license shall be 
permanently revoked at the end 
of 5 days following service of such 
notice, unless a request for a hear- 
ing is filed with the health author- 
ity, by the license holder, within 
such 5-day period, A license may 
be suspended for cause pending its 
revocation or a hearing relative 
thereto. 


HEARINGS: The hearings provided 
for in this section shall be conduct- 
ed by the health authority at a 
time and place designated by him. 
Based upon the record of such 
hearing, the health authority shall 
make a finding and shall sustain, 
modify, or rescind any official 
notice or order considered in the 
hearing. A written report of the 
hearing decision shall be furnished 
to the license holder by the health 
authority. 


Section 15-6. Inspection of Food-Service 
Establishments and Food Establishment

ACCESS TO ESTABISHMENTS: 
The health authority, after proper 
identification, shall be permitted to 
enter, at any reasonable time, any 
food-service establishment or food 
establishment within the City of 
Lansing, or its police jurisdiction, 
for the purpose of making inspec- 
tions to determine compliance with 
this ordinance. He shall be per- 
mitted to examine the records of 
the establishment to obtain perti- 
nent information pertaining to food 
and supplies purchased, received 
or used, and persons employed. 


INSPECTION RECORDS: When- 
ever the health authority makes an 
inspection of a food-service estab- 
lishment or food establishment, he 
shall record his findings on an in- 
spection report form provided for 
this purpose, and shall furnish the 
original of such inspection report 
form to the license holder or oper- 
ator, 


ISSUANCE OF NOTICES: When- 
ever the health authority makes an 
inspection and discovers that any 
of the requirements of this ordi- 
nance have been violated, he shall 
notify the license holder or opera- 
tor of such violations by means of 
an inspection report form or other 
written notice. In such notifica- 
tion, the health authority shall: 
(1) set forth the specific violations 
found; (2) establish a specific and 
reasonable period of time for the 
correction of the violations found 
and (8) state that failure to com- 
ply with any notice issued in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of 
this ordinance may result in im- 
mediate suspension of the license. 
In the case of temporary food- 
service establishments, violations 
must be corrected within a speci- 
fied period of time not to exceed 
24 hours. Failure to comply with 
such notice shall result in immedi- 
ate suspension of operations; state 
that an opportunity for appeal 
from any notice or inspection find- 
ings will be provided if a written 
request for a hearing is filed with 
the health authority within the per- 
iod of time established in the 
notice for correction. 


Section 15-7. Examination and Condem- 


nation of Food. 


(1) Food may be examined or sampled by 
the health authority as often as may 
be necessary to determine freedom 
from adulteration or misbranding. The 
health authority may, upon written 
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notice to the owner or person in 
charge, place a hold order on any 
food which he determines or has prob- 
able cause to believe to be unwhole- 
some or otherwise adulterated, or mis- 
branded. Under. a hold order, food 
shall be permitted to be. suitably 
stored. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to remove or alter a hold 
order, notice, or tag placed on food 
- by the health authority, and neither 
such food nor the containers thereof 
shall be relabeled, repacked, reproc- 
essed, altered, disposed of, or de- 
stroyed without permission of health 
authority, except on order by a court 
of competent jurisdiction. After the 
owner or person in charge has had a 
hearing as provided for in Section 
15.6-c, and on the basis of evidence 
produced at such hearing, or on the 
basis of his examination in the event 
a written request for a hearing is 
not received within 10 days, the health 
authority may vacate the hold order, 
or may by written order direct the 
owner or person in charge of the 
food which was placed under the hold 
order to denature or destroy such 
food or to bring it into compliance 
.with the provisions of this ordinance: 
Provided that such order of the health 
authority to denature or destroy such 
_food or bring it into compliance with 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be stayed if the order is appealed to 
a court of competent jurisdiction 
within 8 days.

Section 15-10. Food Equipment and Utensils. 


yy Sanitary design, construction, and 
installation of equipment and uten- 


sils: All equipment and utensils shall 
be so designed and of such material 


. and workmanship as to be smooth, 


easily cleanable, and durable, and shall 
be in good repair; and the food- 
contact surfaces of such equipment 
and utensils shall, in addition, be 
easily accessible for cleaning, non- 
toxic, corrosion resistant, and rela- 
tively nonabsorbent: Provided that 
when approved by the health author- 
ity, exceptions may be made to the 
above materials requirements for 
equipment such as cutting boards, 
blocks, and bakers’ tables. 


All equipment shall be so installed 
and maintained as to facilitate the 
cleaning thereof, and of all adjacent 
areas. 


Equipment in use at the time of 
adoption of this ordinance which 
does. not meet fully the above re 
quirements may be continued in use 
if it is in good repair, capable of 
being maintained in a sanitary con- 
dition, and the food contact surfaces 
are nontoxic. 


Section 15-8. Food-Service Establishments 
or Food Establishments Outside Jurisdic- 
tion of the Health Authority. 


Single-service articles shall be made 
from nontoxic materials. 


(1) Food from food-service establishments (2) CLEANINESS OF EQUIPMENT AND 


or food establishments outside the 
jurisdiction of the health authority of 
the City of Lansing may be sold with- 
in the City of Lansing if such estab- 
lishments conform to the provisions 
of this ordinance or to substantially 
equivalent provisions. To determine 
the extent of compliance with such 
provisions, the health authority may 
accept reports from full-time health 
departments in other jurisdictions 
where such establishments are located. 


Section 15-9. Plan Review of Future Con- 
struction, 


(1) When a food-service establishment or 


food establishment is hereafter con- 
structed or extensively remodeled, or 
when an existing structure is con- 
verted for use as a food-service es- 
tablishment or food _ establishment, 
properly prepared plans and specifica- 
tions for such construction, remodel- 
ing, or alteration, showing layout, ar- 
rangement, and construction materials 
of work areas, and the location, size, 
and type of fixed equipment and facili- 
ties, shall be submitted to the health 
authority for written approval before 
such work is begun. Compliance with 
all zoning, building, plumbing, electri- 
cal or other ordinance or code shall 
be certified by the appropriate local 
authority. 


UTENSILS: All eating and drinking 
utensils shall be thoroughly cleaned 
and sanitized after each usage. All 
glassware used in serving alcholic 
beverage shall be cleansed with a 
motor-driven glass washer or an ap- 
proved dishwashing machine. All 
kitchenware and food-contact surfaces 
of equipment, exclusive of cooking 
surfaces of equipment, used in the 
preparation or serving of food or 
drink, and all food-storage utensils, 
shall be thoroughly cleaned after each 
use. Cooking surfaces of equipment 
shall be cleaned at least once a day. 
All utensils and food-contact surfaces 
of equipment used in the prepara- 
tion, service, display, or storage of 
potentially hazardous food shall be 
thoroughly cleaned and sanitized prior 
to such use. Non-food-contact sur- 
faces of equipment shall be cleaned 
at such intervals as to keep them in 
a clean and sanitary condition. 


After cleaning and until use, all 
food-contact surfaces of equipment 
and utensils shall be so stored and 
handled as to be protected from con- 
tamination. 


All single-service articles shall be 
stored, handled, and dispensed in a 
sanitary manner, and shall be used 
only once. 
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Food-service establishments which do 
not have adequate and effective facili- 
ties for cleaning and sanitizing uten- 
sils shall use only single-service ar- 
ticles. 


Section 15-11. Sanitary Facilities.

WATER SUPPLY: The water supply 
shall be adequate, of a safe, sanitary 
quality, and from an approved source. 
Hot and cold running water, under 
pressure, shall be provided in all 
areas where food is prepared, or 
equipment, utensils, or containers are 
washed. 


Whenever a publicly operated water 
system becomes available, the licensed 
establishment, shall be connected to 
the public supply within sixty (60) 
days after receiving written notice by 
the health authority. 


Iee used for any purpose shall be 
made from water which comes from 
an approved source, and shall be 
used only if it has been manufactured, 
processed, stored, transported, and 
handled in a sanitary manner. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL: All sewage 
shall be disposed of in a public sewer- 
age system, or, in the absence thereof, 
in a manner approved by the health 
authority. 


PLUMBING: Plumbing shall be so 
sized, installed, and maintained as to 
carry adequate quantities of water to 
required locations throughout’ the 
establishment; as to prevent contami- 
nation of the water supply; as to pro- 
perly convey sewage and liquid wastes 
from the establishment to the sewer- 
age or sewage-disposal system; and 
so that it does not constitute a source 
of contamination of food, equipment, 
or utensils, or create an insanitary 
condition or nuisance. 


TOILET FACILITIES: Each estab- 
lishment shall be provided with ade- 
quate, conveniently located toilet 
facilities for its employees. Toilet 
fixtures shall be of sanitary design 
and readily cleanable. Toilet facili- 
ties, including rooms and_ fixtures, 
shall be kept in a clean condition and 
in good repair. The doors of all toilet 
rooms shall be_ self-closing. Toilet 
tissue shall be provided. Easily clean- 
able receptacles shall be provided for 
waste materials, and such receptacles 
in toilet rooms for women shall be 
covered. 


Where the use of non-water-carried 
sewage-disposal facilities have been 
approved by the health authority, such 
facilities shall be separated from the 
establishment. When toilet facilities 
are provided for patrons such facili- 
ties shall meet the requirements of 
this subsection. 
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(5) HAND-WASHING FACILITIES: Each

establishment shall be provided with 
adequate, conveniently located hand- 
washing facilities for its employees, 
includng a lavatory or lavatories 
equipped with hot and cold or tem- 
pered running water, hand-cleansing 
soap or detergent, and approved sani- 
tary towels or other approved hand- 
drying devices. Such facilities shall 
be kept clean and in good repair. 


GARBAGE AND RUBBISH DIS- 
POSAL: All garbage and _ rubbish 
containing food wastes shall, prior to 
disposal, be kept in leakproof, non- 
absorbent containers which shall be 
kept covered with tight-fitting lids 
when filled or stored, or not in con- 
tinuous use: Provided that such con- 
tainers need not be covered when 
stored in a _ special vermin-proofed 
room or enclosure, or in a food-waste 
refrigerator. All other rubbish shall 
be stored in containers, rooms, or 
areas in an approved manner. The 
rooms, enclosures, areas, and con- 
tainers used shall be adequate for 
the storage of all food waste and rub- 
bish accumulating on the premises. 
Adequate cleaning facilities shall be 
provided, and each container, room, 
or area shall be thoroughly cleaned 
after the emptying or removal of 
garbage and _ rubbish. Food-waste 
grinders and incinerators, if used, 
shall be installed in compliance with 
State and local standards and shall 
be of suitable construction. All gar- 
bage and rubbish shall be disposed 
of with sufficient frequency and in 
such a manner as to prevent a 
nuisance. 


VERMIN CONTROL: Effective mea- 
sures shall be taken to protect against 
the entrance into the establishment 
and the breeding or presence of 
vermin on the premises. 


Section 15-12. Other Facilities and Opera- 


tions.

FLOORS, WALLS, AND CEILINGS: 
he floor surfaces in kitchens, in all 
other rooms and areas in whick food 
processed, stored or prepared and in 
which utensils are washed, and in 
walk-in refrigerators, dressing or 
locker rooms, and toilet rooms, shall 
be of smooth, nonabsorbent materials, 
and so constructed as to be easily 
cleanable. All floors shall be kept 
clean and in good repair. Floor drains 
shall be provided in all rooms where 
floors are subjected to flooding-type 
cleaning or where normal operations 
release or discharge water or other 
liquid waste on the floor. All exterior 
or surrounding areas where food is 
served shall be kept clean and pro- 
perly drained, and surfaces in such 
area shall be finished so as to facili- 
tate maintenance and minimize dust.

which food is prepared, or prepared 
food is stored, or utensils or hands 
are washed, shall be easily cleanable, 
smooth, and light-colored, and shall 
have washable surfaces up to the 
highest level reached by splash or 
spray. 


LIGHTING: All areas in which food 
is prepared or stored or utensils are 
washed, hand-washing areas, dress- 
ing or locker rooms, toilet rooms, and 
garbage and rubbish storage areas 
shall be well lighted. During all 
clean-up activities adequate light shall 
be provided in the area being cleaned, 
and upon or around equipment being 
cleaned. 


VENTILATION: All rooms in which 
food is prepared or served or utensils 
are washed, dressing or locker rooms, 
toilet rooms, and garbage and rub- 
bish storage areas shall be well ven- 
tilated. Ventilation hoods and devices 
shall be designed to prevent grease or 
condensate from dripping into food 
or onto food-preparation surfaces. 
Filters, where used, shall be readily 
removable for cleaning or replace- 
ment. Ventilation systems shall com- 
ply with applicable State and local 
requirements and shall discharge to 
the outside air in such manner as 
not to create a nuisance. 


DRESSING ROOMS AND LOCKERS: 
Adequate facilities shall be provided 
for the orderly storage of employees’ 
clothing and _ personal belongings. 
Where employees routinely change 
clothes within the establishment, one 
or more dressing rooms or designated 
areas shall be provided for this pur- 
pose. Such designated area shall be 
located outside of the food-preparation, 
storage, and serving areas, and the 
utensil-washing and storage areas: 
Provided that when approved by the 
health authority, such an area may 
be located in a storage room where 
only completely packaged food is 
stored. Designated areas. shall be 
equipped with adequate lockers, and 
lockers or other suitable facilities 
shall be provided in dressing rooms. 
Dressing rooms and lockers shall be 
kept clean. 


HOUSEKEEPING: All parts of the 
establishment and its premises shall 
be kept neat, clean, and free of litter 
and rubbish. Cleaning operations shall 
be conducted in such a manner as to 
minimize contamination of food and 
food-contact surfaces. None of the 
operations connected with establish- 
ment shall be conducted in any room 
used as living or sleeping quarters. 
The establishment shall have a solid 
partition with no openings from the 
living quarters. Soiled linens, coats, 
and aprons shall be kept in suitable 
containers until removed for launder- 
ing. No live birds or animals shall 
be allowed in any area used for the 
conduct of establishment operations:

Temporary Food Service

A temporary food-service establishment 
shall comply with all provisions of this 
ordinance which are applicable to _ its 
operation: Provided that the health author- 
ity may augment such requirments when 
needed to assure the service of safe food;

requirements for physical facilities when 
in his opinion no imminent health hazard 
will result.

Section 15-14. Food Vending and Catering.

A sanitation ordinance regulating the 
sale of foods and beverages through 
vending machines, defining vending 


machine, operator, machine location, 
health authority, person, etc; re- 
quiring license for the installation 


and operation of vending machines; 
prohibiting the sale of, or possession 
with intent to sell through vending 
machines, adulterated or misbranded 
food or drink; regulating mainten- 
ance and operation of vending ma- 
chines; authorizing official inspection 
of vending machines and operations 
connected therewith; and providing 
for the enforcement of this ordinance 
and the fixing of penalties. 


COMMISSARY shall mean commiss- 
ary, catering establishment, restaur- 
ant, or any other place in which 
food, beverage, ingredients, containers 
or supplies are kept, handled, pre- 
pared, or stored, and directly from 
which vending machines are. ser- 
viced. 


VENDING MACHINE shall mean any 
self-service device offered for public 
use which, upon insertion of a coin, 
coins or token, or by other means, 
dispenses unit servings of food or 
beverage, either in bulk or in pack- 
age, without the necessity of replen- 
ishing the device between each vend- 
ing operation. 


Section 15-15. Sanitation Requirements for 
Vending Machine Operations. 


(1) Food, Beverages, 


Ingredients, Con- 
sumer Containers, Equipment Main- 
tenance, and Operations: 


Foods, beverages and ingredients in- 
tended for sale through vending ma- 
chines shall be obtained from sources 
complying with the regulations and 
ordinances of the City of Lansing, 
and with other applicable State and 
Federal laws and regulations. Such 
products shall be clean and whole- 
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some, free from spoilage, and shall 
be processed, prepared, handled and 
stored in such a manner as to be 
protected against contamination and 
adulteration. All product-contact sur- 
faces of containers and equipment 
shall be protected from contamina- 
tion. 


Section 15-16. Personnel—Cleanliness. 


Employees shall keep their hands 
clean, and shall wear clean outer 
garments while engaged in handling 
foods or beverages, or product-con- 
tact surfaces of utensils or equipment. 


Section 15-17. Machine Location. 


The machine location shall be such 
as to minimize the potential for con- 
tamination of the product, shall be 
easily cleanable, and shall be kept 
clean. 


Section 15-18. Exterior Construction and 
maintenance. 


A. The exterior construction of the 
vending machine shall be such as 
to facilitate cleaning and to mini- 
mize the entrance of insects and 
rodents, and the exterior of the 
machine shall be kept clean. Ser- 
vice connections shall be such as 
to protect against unintentional 
or accidental interruption of ser- 
vice to the machine. 


Interior Construction and Maintenance. 


B. All interior surfaces and com- 
ponent parts of the vending ma- 
chine shall be so designed and con- 
structed as to permit easy clean- 
ing, and shall be kept clean. All 
product-contact surfaces of the 
machine shall be of smooth, non- 
toxic, corrosion resistant, and re- 
latively nonabsorbent material, and 
shall be capable of withstanding 
repeated cleaning and bactericidal 
treatment by normal procedures. 
Such surfaces shall be protected 
against contamination. 


Section 15-19. Delivery of Foods, Ingredi- 
ents, Equipment and Supplies to Machine 
Location. 


Food, beverages, and ingredients, and 
product-contact surfaces oof con- 
tainers, equipment and supplies, shall 
be protected from contamination while 
in transit to machine location. Read- 
ily perishable foods and beverages 
while in transit shall be maintained 
at a temperature either below 45°F., 
or above 140°F. 


Section 15-20. Water Supply. 


Water used in vending machines shall 
be from an approved source, and shall 
be of a safe and sanitary quality. 
Plumbing shall conform to the Lan- 
sing Plumbing Code. 
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Section 15-21. Waste Disposal. 


All wastes shall be properly disposed 
of, and pending disposition shall be 
kept in suitable containers so as to 
prevent creating a nuisance. 


Section 15-22. Issuance of License.

to engage in the operation of one or 
more vending machines in the City 
of Lansing, or its jurisdiction, who 
does not possess valid licenses for his 
commissary and any transportation 
vehicle as defined in this ordinance 
from the health authority. Only per- 
sons who comply with the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be entitled to 
receive and retain such licenses. 


Any person desiring to operate one 
or more vending machines in the City 
of Lansing, or its police jurisdiction, 
shall make application in writing to 
the health authority on forms pro- 
vided by the health authority.

Upon receipt of such application, the 
health authority shall make an in- 
spection of the commissary, servic- 
ing, and transportation vehicle, and 
representative machine and machine 
locations to determine compliance with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


The employer or operator shall man- 
tain within the jurisdiction of the 
health authority, a list of all vending 
machines operated by him and their 
location, and of all commissaries or 
or other establishments from which 
his machines are serviced. Each vend- 
ing machine shall have an identifica- 
tion number or label. This informa- 
tion shall be available to the health 
authority upon request. 


The employer or operator shall notify 
the health authority of any change 
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in operations involving new types of 
vending machines or conversion of 
existing machines to dispense pro- 
ducts other than those for which the

It shall be unlawful for any person 
within the City of Lansing, or its 
police jurisdiction, to sell, offer, or 
expose for sale, through vending ma- 
chines, or to have in possession with 
intent to sell therefrom any food, 
beverage, or ingredient which is adul- 
terated or misbranded. 


Samples of food, beverage, or ingredi- 
ent may be taken and examined by 
the health authority as often as may 
be necessary to determine freedom 
from adulterated or misbranding. 


Section 15-24. Inspection of Vending Ma- 
chines and Commissaries. 


The health authority shall inspect the 
servicing, maintenance and _  opera- 
tion of vending machines dispensing 
readily perishable foods and commiss- 
aries at least once every six months. 
Vending machines dispensing other 
than readily perishable foods may be 
inspected by the health authority as 
often as deemed necessary. 


The health authority, after proper 
identification shall be permitted to 
enter at any reasonable time, upon 
any private or public property within 
the City of Lansing, or its police 
jurisdiction, where vending machines 
or commissaries are operated, or 
from which such machines are other- 
wise serviced, for the purpose of 
determining compliance with the pro- 
visions of this ordinance.

Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be subject to penalty under Section 
1-8 The General Provisions of the City 
of Lansing code. 


Section 15-27. Enforcement Interpretation. 


This ordinance shall be enforced by 
the health authority in accordance 
with the interpretations thereof con- 
tained in the compliance provisions 
of the 1962 Edition of the ‘United 
States Public Health Service Food- 
Service Sanitation Ordinance and 
Code,’’ and the Vending of Food and 
Beverage Sanitation Ordinance and 
Code, three certified copies of which 
shall be on file in the municipal 
clerk’s office. 


Section 15-28. Repeal and Date of Effect 


This ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect April 1, 1964 after its 
adoption and publication as provided 
by law; and, at that time, all ordin- 
ances and parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with this ordinance are hereby 
repealed. Any license currently in 
effect under any repealed ordinances 
shall expire on April 30, 1964.

Both the approach for a left 
turn and a left turn from a one-way 
street into a two-way street shall be 
made from as close as practicable to the 
left-hand curb or edge of the roadway to 
the right of the center line of the street 
being entered upon leaving the intersec- 
tion. EXCEPT, WHENEVER APPRO- 
PRIATE SIGNS ARE ERECTED INDI- 
CATING A LEFT TURN FROM THE 
LEFT LANE, THE APPROACH FOR A

A ONE-WAY STREET INTO A TWO-

RIGHT-HAND CURB OR EDGE OF THE 
ROADWAY. EXCEPT, WHENEVER AP- 
PROPRIATE SIGNS ARE ERECTED IN- 
DICATING A RIGHT TURN FROM THE 
RIGHT LANE, THE APPROACH FOR A

TO TURN LEFT, IT SHALL BE UNLAW- 
FUL TO MAKE SUCH A LEFT TURN 
MOVEMENT FROM ANY OTHER LANE 
AND IT SHALL FURTHER BE UNLAW- 
FUL FOR ANY VEHICLE TO ENTER 
SUCH LANE EXCEPT TO MAKE SUCH

Subject: Gnstallment Special Assessment 
Procedure. 


Your City Treasurer, Director of Public 
Service, City Assessor, City Clerk, City 
Controller and City Attorney make the 
following recommendations relative to the 
Implementation of Installment Special 
Assessment Procedure. 


(1) Special assessment rolls should, in 
most instances, not be confirmed by the 
Council until bids on the project are re- 
ceived. This would make more certain the 
actual cost of the project and materially 
decrease the likelihood and necessity of 
an amended assessment roll. Simultaneously 
with the preparation of the special assess- 
ment roll, billings can be prepared for 
mailing at the time of confirmation of the 
rolls. Further, upon the confirmation of 
the roll, contracts for the project can be 
immediately awarded and billings sent out 
almost simultaneously. 


(2) If the Council, as a matter of policy, 
would determine that all special assessment 
rolls shall be installment rolls at the time 
of public improvement resolution No. 2 
(except subdivision special assessments for 
improvements requested by a developer), 
then the city clerk, upon giving necessary 
notice of the hearing on costs, can include 
all necessary information to the taxpayer 
relative to installment special assessment 
procedures. This information would include 
the fact that installment special assessments 
carry interest at six per cent and could 
be so worded as to show the advantages of 
paying the entirety of the special assess- 
ment at one time. Every taxpayer would 
thereby have the right to installment 
special assessments by the present terms 
of Sec. 28-19. He would have 60 days from 
confirmation of the roll to pay the first 
installment or 90 days from the date of 
confirmation of the roll to pay the entire 
assessment. All taxpayers would then be 
equally on notice of their rights and there 
would no longer be the necessity of in- 
dividual petitions to the council for in- 
stallment payments, hence relieving the 
Council of the increased burden of ap- 
proving individually each such request. In 
addition, the affected departments would 
no longer have to modify their records 
each time a special assessment is placed 
upon an installment basis, nor would the 
anomaly continue to occur that a taxpayer 
is in fact delinquent before he even re- 
ceives his first installment billing. 
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(8) By assuming, in the first instance, 
that all special assessments will be upon 
an installment basis, and so stating in 
public improvement resolution No. 2, the 
dollar amount of the installments can be 
determined in advance of confirmation of 
the roll, and the proper number of in- 
stallments can be ascertained by the 
Council upon the recommendation of the 
assessor and treasurer. 


(4) It is recommended that the second 
sentence of Section 27-47 of the Code of 
Ordinances, requiring a hearing on neces- 
sity for sewers be stricken from the ordi- 
nance thereby making special assessment 
procedures for sewers consistent with those 
for streets. 


(5) By having received the bids before 
the confirmation of the special assessment 
roll there is little likelihood of ever having 
to refund excess special assessments, as 
required by Sec. 28-20. If in fact the actual 
cost of the special assessment project ex- 
ceeds the cost as determined by the bids 
the Council has discretion under the terms 
of Sec. 28-20 to make the additional pro 
rata assessment to supply the deficiency. 
If, however, the actual increase in cost is 
nominal, this cost could always be absorbed 
rather than making an additional pro rata 
assessment. Sec. 10-3 (a) of the charter 
requires that only where the additional pro 
rata assessment exceeds 25 per cent of the 
assessment roll as originally confirmed, 
shall notice to the taxpayer be given. 


It is our further recommendation that 
a percentage of the total cost, not to ex- 
ceed 15 per cent of any given project, be 
added to the cost of the project as the 
“overhead” of the departments of public 
service, finance, et al, thus charging to 
the assessment district heretofore “hidden’”’ 
Pyne previously absorbed by the general 
und. 


(§) When ever a developer wishes to pay 
the entire cost of any special assessment in 
advance and the city will bear none of 
this expense there is no necessity of public 
notice or of a hearing. However, when the 
city is to bear any of the cost of the ex- 
pense the five day published notice, re- 
quired by Sec. 28-17(a) is still necessary. 
By cooperation of all interested depart- 
ments, improvements in subdivision develop- 
ments can be materially expedited, there 
being no reason why certian public im- 
provement resolutions cannot be passed at 
the same council meeting. The removal of 
the hearing of necessity, as recommended 
in No. 4 above, is, however, necessary ad- 
ministratively to expedite subdivision sewer 
projects. 


(7) The present installment special 
assessment ordinance include sidewalks at 
the discretion of the council. However, 
the ordinance should be amended if the 
Council wishes to include tree removal 
under the installment billing program. 


(8) Sec. 28-19 adequately defines the 
date of confirmation of a special assessment 
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roll and the responsibilities of the mayor 
and treasurer. 


CONCLUSION 


With the adoption of the above recom- 
mendations by the Council, and the neces- 
sary implementation thereof by the affected 
departments, the present special assessment 
installment ordinance adequately and com- 
pletely sets forth the procedure for billing, 
collecting, and imposing interest penalties 
on special assessment installment rolls. 
Further, all taxpayers will be on notice of 
their rights, privileges, and _ obligations 
under the ordinance.

26, 1963, the sidewalk construction became 
somewhat confused and delayed and the 
time for construction stretched out into 
winter season.

As you no doubt read in the State 
Journal on December 9th, the Human 
Relations Ordinance adopted by our Coun- 
cil was declared legal in the Attorney 
General’s opinion rendered to Senator Paul 
C. Younger. 


As a co-author of this ordinance, I was 
especially pleased by the opinion of the 
Attorney General of the State of Michigan, 
that the duties and functions of the Human 
Relations Committee as set forth in our 
ordinance could serve as a guide for other 
cities throughout the state. 


The Attorney General also states that 
in order to fulfill its function, the com- 
mittee must be able to ascertain the facts, 
and this would necessitate inclusion of the 
power to conduct investigations. This power 
to investigate can be conferred upon the 
committee by local ordinance and not be 
in conflict with the Michigan Constituton 
of 1963. I would, therefore, submit the 
following amendment to the Human Rela- 
tions Ordinance, to be added at the end of 
‘Section 17B.5” 


‘After the receipt and review of any com- 
plaint of discrimination by the Human 
Relations Committee, an investigation and 
examination of the complaint may be or- 
dered by the concurring vote of three 
quarters of the members of the Human 
Relations Committee.”’ 
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I would further propose that the follow- 
ing amendment be added to “‘Section 17B-.3”’ 


“The City Council may at its discretion, 
provide such budget and personnel as it 
may deem necessary for the Committee to 
utilize in carrying out the provisions of 
this Ordinance.’’ 


I believe these two amendments would 
complete the requirments of a well rounded 
and operational ordinance, and that this 
step should be taken as soon as possible 
for the best interests of all our citizens.

ORDINANCE 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Councilman Potter, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
Committee on Ordinance and Contracts. 


ORDINANCE NO. —— 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING, MICHIGAN, PROVIDING 
THAT THE CODE OF ORDINANCES, 
CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN, BE 
AMENDED BY ADDING’ SECTIONS 
NUMBERED 20-6 TO 20-13, INCLUSIVE, 
PROVIDING FOR THE ESTABLISHING 
OF A BOARD OF BUSINESS AND IN- 
DUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT; SETTING 
FORTH THE PURPOSES, POWERS AND 
DUTIES OF THE BOARD; PROVIDING 
FOR ITS COMPOSITION; AND ESTAB- 
LISHING THE METHOD OF FINANCING 
SAID BOARD. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. That the Code of Ordinances 
of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be 
amended by adding sections to be numbered 
20-6 to 20-13, inclusive, to read as follows: 


Sec. 20-6. Establishment. There is hereby 
established a Board within the govern- 
mental structure of the City of Lansing to 
be known as “The Board of Business and 
Industrial Development.”’ 


Sec. 20-7. Purposes, Powers and Duties. 


(a) To promote and assist new and estab- 
lished businesses and industries to lo- 
cate, remain or expand their activites 
in the City of Lansing and its en- 
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virons, to the end that employment 
opportunities and economic well-being 
may accrue thereby. 


(b) To prepare and execute such programs 
of research and advertisting as in the 
Board’s discretion will attract favor- 
able attention to the economic, in- 
dustrial and commercal potentialities 
and faclities of the City of Lansing 
and its environs. 


(ec) The Board shall coordinate its activi- 
ties with similar agencies of the State 
and Federal governments and others 
interested or active in the promotion 
and development of business, industry, 
convention, tourists, travel, education, 
or other enterprises in and for the City 
of Lansing and its environs. 


(d) The Board shall enlist the support of 
private and public organizations and 
groups in such promotion and econo- 
mic development as outlined herein- 
before. 


Sec, 20-8. Composition and Term of Board. 
The Board shall be composed of eight (8) 
members who shall be appointed by the 
Mayor and confirmed by the Council of 
the City of Lansing, for a term of four 
years. Upon creation of the Board, the 
Mayor shall appoint the members on the 
following schedule: Two (2) members for a 
term of one (1) year; two (2) members 
for a term of two (2) years; two (2) 
members for a term of three (3) years; two 
(2) members for a term of four years. 
The Mayor shall serve as ex-officio mem- 
ber of the Board, and he or his designated 
agent shall attend each meeting of the 
Board. 


Sec. 20-9. Director. The Board shall em- 
ploy a Director, who shall serve at the 
Board’s pleasure. The compensation of the 
Director shall be recommended by the 
Mayor, and approved by the Council of 
the City of Lansing. The Director, subject 
to the primary recruitment practices of 
the Department of Personnel and the 
budgetary limitations hereinafter described, 
and with the approval of the Board shall 
be authorized to employ the necessary 
a assistants in the operation of his 
office. 


Sec. 20-10. Duties of Board. The Board 
shall review and approve, modify, or dis- 
allow all expenses which may be incurred 
by the Director and his staff members in 
the performance of their duties. 


Sec. 20-11. Office Space. The Council of 
the City of Lansing shall allocate office 
space in the City Hall for the Director and 
his staff. 


Sec. 20-12. Budget and Appropriations. 
The Mayor shall recommend and the Coun- 
cil of the City of Lansing shall approve, 
amend, or modify an annual budget for 
the operation of the Board of Business and 
Industrial Development. Further, the Coun- 
cil of the City of Lansing shall appropriate 
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from the general fund such monies as may 
be deemed necessary for the operation of 
said Board. 


Sec. 20-13. Acceptance of Funds. The 
Board shall be empowered to accept funds 
from, but not limited to, foundations, in- 
dustries, organizations, and individuals, said 
funds to be used in implementing the gen- 
eral purpose of the Board, unless designated 
for a specific purpose by the donor. 


Section 2. All ordinances or parts of 
ordimances in conflict herewith are hereby 
repealed.
